Decatur, Ga.. May 4.—(Special.)— 
While a temporary injunction was is- 
sued Saturday against promoters of 
Dixie Lakes greyhound’ races, re- 
straining them from permitting bet- 
ting at the dog track, all events of 
the fourth night’s program were run 
off as scheduled Saturday night, with 
crowds estimated at 4,000 in attend- 


ance, 

Operation of the “profit-sharing” 
system at the track was not hin- 
dered. This plan permits patrons of 
the grandstand at the races to par- 
ticipate in cash prizes awarded the 
winning dogs. 

The injunction issued by Judge 
John B. Hutcheson to Solicitor-Gen- 


eral Claude C. Smith. does not name 
the “profit-shuring” system, but sim- 
ply restrains alleged’ gaming on re- 
snits of the races. The writ does 
not prohibit racing of the dogs, and 
this is not the intent of the solicitor- 
general's office, Solicitor Smith said. 

Shortly after the injunction was 
obtained, C. H. Gullatt, spokesman 
for operators of the track, issued a 
statement in which he said that races 
would be continued and that he wel- 
comed any test the county might de- 
sire to make of the method of op- 
erating the track. 

“Certainly, the races will continue 
to operate as they have in the past,” 
Mr. Gullatt said Saturday night. 
have been enjoined against permit- 
ting gaming, but there is no gaming 
of any sort being conducted at the 
track within the knowledge of pro- 
moters. 

“As to the profit-sharing plan, I 
welcome a test of the legality of my 
authority to gratuitously distribute to 
patrons a portion of my profits made 
from the operation of the race track. 
Races at Dixie Lake will continue as 
usual every night this week, resum- 
ing Monday.” 

Opening of the track about 18 
months ago was followed on the third 
day by an injunction obtained by So- 
licitor Smith prohibiting the entire 
operation of the dog races, but the 
fuit was never heard. 

The track was reopened iast 
Wednesday night under new manage- 
ment. Numerous signs are posted 
nbout the premises warning patrons 
that “No Betting Allowed.” Capacity 
crowds have attended the races each 
night since the reopening.

HicH WINDS. BLOW 
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RACING. BALLOONS 
TOWARD. ATLANTIC 
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Twelve Bags Leave Pitts- 

burgh in Annual Race 
To Represent U. S. in 
World Event. 
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Pittsburzh, May 4.—(#)—-Floating 
eastward through a drizzle of rain 
and before a fairly stiff breeze, 12 
balloons, carrying 24 men, were in 
the air tonight after their take-offs in 
the national elimination balloon race 
from Pitt stadium here late today. 

Race officials believed that if the 
wind drift eontinued from the west 
the bags would float toward the At- 
lantic seaboard. Airmen termed it 
“good balloon weather, guaranteeing 
speed.” 

High winds, reported over the pos- 
sible eeurse of flight, caused a one- 
hour postponement of the take-off. 
When the winds died down the pilots 
decided to start on the flight that will 
determine the American entry in the 


international balloon race. Promptly 
at 6 p. m., eastern daylight time, the 
first bag was sent aloft, and at in- 
tervals of from 2 to 6 minutes the 
otLers went up. 

For the first time in the history of 
American balloon racing, the bags 
went up from an enclesed stadium. 
Several of the pilots failed to gain 
altitude quickly and were forced to 
drop bailast before they had proceeded 
far. A majority of the racers made 
good altitude within a few minutes. 
After studying those who preceded 
him aloft, H. E. Honeywell, pilot of 
the St. Louis Chamber of Commerce 
entry, discarded many ballast bags, 
and he shot higher than any of the 
others, 

When the. first bag went up, the 
wind was north-northeast. By the 
time the sixth balloon was. released 
the wind had veered generally east. 
Race officials figured that at least 12 
hours would pass before any of the 
bags reached the Atlantic coast. 

Among the pilots was Wade Van 
Orman, of Akron, Ohio, a survivor of 
the disastrous race of 1928, when the 
bags ran into an electrical storm and 
most of them were forced down with- 
in a short time after the take-offs. 
Walter Morton, aid to Van Orman 
last year, and Lieutenant Paul FE. 
Verte met death when their balloons 
crashed, Memorial services were 
held for them before today’s start.

is “elected and qualified” for the 
place.

the largest number of citizens.” 

“I am informed that the city is able 
to float another $5,000,000 in ‘bonds 
and provide the necessary sinking 
fund and interest without 


increasing 
taxes,” Mr. McCutcheon said. “The 


city is badly in need of improvements 
in certain departments and we should 
not hesitate to provide them.” 
Approved By Moore. 
Councilman Wiley L, Moore, chair- 
man of the finance committee and re- 
garded as one of the best @&md most 
conservative business men in council, 


sanctioned the plan, declaring that 
the bonds can be issued and retired 
without any tax raise. 

The charter amendment to put 
teeth in the present tax laws and 
designed to place on the tax digests 
of the city hidden assets, including 
stocks, bonds and _ other invisible 
property, will be offered to city coun- 
cil. for ratification and then will go 
to the Georgia legislature if plans of 
a composite committee named to se 
cure additional funds for the city ap- 
proves the scheme at a meeting slated 
for 1 oclock Monday afternoon. 

The plan would provide approxi- 
mately $3,000,000 annually by plac- 
ing another $200,000,000 worth of 
taxaLle assets on the city’s registers, 
according to Alderman J. Charlie 
Murphy, of the eleventh ward and 
chairman of the composite commit- 
tee. J. C. Little, one. of the city tax 
assessors, also declared it would add 
greatly to the city’s income, probably 
raising it from 25 to 335 per cent. 

Enough For Improvements. 

“If the additional money is pro- 
vided, there will be enough money for 
improvements in every department of 
the city government, including schools, 
etc., and bonds may be floated with- 
out any increase in taxes,’ Mr. Mur- 
phy said Saturday. 

“There has been a demand for many 
inYprovements which could be secured 
if we could issue more bonds without 
raising taxes. We have enough tax- 
able property in Atlanta to meet every 
governmental requirement, but a large 
portion of it is not on the city books. 
This paper is designed to put teeth in 
the present law and get it on.” 

Opponents of the charter provision 
declared Saturday that adoption of the 
proposal might react to deplete in- 
stead of swell the city treasury in 
view of the fact that the council al- 
ready has declined to annex any more 
territory. 

Those subject to the tax could 
move outside the city limits and enjoy 
all the privileges of city in highly 
developed sections and at the same 
time be free from the provisions of the 
law, according to those who oppose it. 

John A. White, councilman from 
the fourth ward and author of the 
annexation measures which the coun- 
cil declined to aecept, declared Sat- 
urday that there is danger that the 
city would actually suffer from such 
a procedure.

National Offices Will Be 
in New Buckhead Build- 
ing—Varied Program Is 
Planned. 


Coincident with announcement that 
the national headquarters of the Ku 
Klux Klan will be moved back to 
Atlanta from Washington in the latter 
part of June, Nathan Bedford For- 
rest, grand dragon of Georgia and 
imperial kligrapp, or national secre- 
tary, gave out for publication 
1929 program of the klan. ‘The pro- 
yram includes education, good roads, 
health, tax revision, law enforcement 


and a new constitution for Georgia. 

Dr. Hiram W. Evans, imperial wiz- 
ard, or president, of the klan; Mr. 
Forrest and H. K. Ramsey, imperial 
klaliff, or first vice president, as 
national officers, will have offices in 
the new building which is being 
erected by the national organization 
at Buckhead, Mr. Forrest said. The 
new quarters will be ready for occu- 
pancy between June 20 and July 1. 
The Georgia state offices will be re- 
tained at 1524-5 Healey building. The 
national headquarters of the _ klan 
moved to Washington from Atlanta, 
birthplace of the organization, two 
years ago. 

A “Constructive” Program. 


“We have adopted a_ constructive 
program to work for in Georgia as a 
means of justifying the klan’s exist- 
ence,” Mr. Forrest said Saturday “Our 
program includes something of value 
for the state, and we will make an 
active fight for it. The klan has or- 
ganized in nearly every county of the 
state and has, I. believe, enough influ- 
ence to get some of our projects 
Ever since [I have had 
charge of the Georgia organization I 


'have striven to make it a respectful 


law and order institution, and. after 
hard work, I believe that we have 
weeded out all undesirables and filled 
the ranks with men-of solid and sub- 
stantial worth, so that ne one need 
feel ashamed to helong to the klan. 
The klan is tow out of politieal fights 
tmless, of course, we are forced into 
one. Our main object is to build 
up Georgia. The mask, which was 
purely a symbolic thing, has been done 
away with.”

from an interest in carrying on trade 


or commerce. 

Sixteen members were recorded on 
the motion of Senator Walsh, demo- 
Montana, proposing an open investi: 
gation of Mr. Mellon’s relations with 
the companies in which he is a stock- 
holder. The vote stood 9 to 7 agains! 
that course, 

Walsh Hearing Loser. 

The report of Chairman Norris de 
claring that Mr, Mellon as a stock 
holder was disqualified from continu: 
ing in the post he has held for eight 
years stood rejected by a vote of 
11 to 4. 

Senator Ashurst, democrat, Arizona 
indicated he would not vote on anys 
of the reports but that he would op- 
pose the motion to have the com. 
mittee conduct hearings, thus making 
a majority of the committee against 
the Walsh motion. Senator Stephens, 
democrat, Mississippi, is the only 
other unrecorded member of the com- 
mittee, but he has been absent from 
the city and has not participated in 
the committee discussions.

MEMORIAL NAMED FOR TOM W. CONNALLY 2 


Old Man Reaches 93rd Year 


*s Grand 


While preparations were being 
made Saturday for the celebration 
Monday of the ninety-second birthday 
of Dr. E. L. Connally, and the eighty- 
sixth anniversary of his Atlanta citi- 
zenship, announcement was made that 
a new Gamma chapter house to be a 
memorial to the late Tom W. Connal- 
ly, son of Dr. Connally, will be built 
on the Emory campus. 

Decision. to name the chapter house 
“The Tom Connally Hall” was made 
at a meeting of a large number of 
members of the Chi Phi fraternity 
at the home of Judge Luther Z. Ros- 
ser, of the municipal court. Funds 
for the memorial hall will come not 
only from members of the fraternity. 
but also from friends and admirers of 
the late Tom Connally in other frater- 
nities and from noen-fraternity men 
who knew and admired him and who 
want to have a part'in construction 
of the memorial to his memory. 


Atlanta’s Grand Old Man. 


Dr. Connally, father of the man 
whose memory is thus to be honored, 
is known as “Atlanta’s grand old 
man.” He came here in 1843 at the 
age of six years from Rome, Ga., his 
birthplace, In 1883.he bought “Heom- 
ster,” in West Ashby street, as a 
farm, but the growing city, ever push- 
ing its boundaries out, has grown far 
beyond his place. 

Until a few years ago, Dr. Connally 
walked to and from the business sec- 
tion daily, but is now forced to re- 
main at home, due to his advanced 
years. For many years he has been 
a member of the Second Baptist 
church, but nowadays attends only 
outstanding services because of his 
age. Ele served as an assistant sur- 
geon in the Confederate army during 
the War Between the States, with the 
rank of captain. Practically all of 
his war service was in 
Atlanta, and he has not left the city 
for any appreciable length of time 
since the war. He now makes his 
home with his daughter, Mrs. John 
Spalding. He has two other daugh-

The unselfish charneter of Tom 
Connally, who devoted his entire life 
to making other people happier, was 
one of the reasons why the memorial 
will not be limited to those who be- 
long to Uhi Phi. Connally first 
joined the fraternity at Emory uni- 
versity, of which his father is one of 
the oldest living alumni, when it was 
located at Oxford, Ga., and was initi- 
ated September 20, 1898. He served 
as a national officer from 1908 to 
1906, and attended 12 consecutive 
congresses of the fraternity. He was 
responsible for the foundation of the 
Omega chapter of Chi Phi at Georgia 
Tech and was largely responsible .for 
erection of the chapter house of the 
fraternity at the University of Ala- 
bama.

The German offer, calculated at 5 
per cent interest plus 9-10 per cent 
for amortization, had a present value 
of about 26,000,000.000 gold marks 
(about $6,240,000,000). The allied 
demand amounted roughly to 39,000,- 
000,000 marks, totaling, when costs of 
the army of Rhine occupation and re- 
demption of Belgian currency was 
added, about 41,000,000,000 marks 
(about $10,000,000,000). 

The settlement agreed upon by the 
Americans and the Germans provides 
for annuities to run only 37 years. 
The payments of 1,750,000,000 marks 
needed for the succeeding 21 years to 
meet the debts of the allied countries 
to America would be met by the inter- 
national bank frem its profits. 

Could Be Manipulated. 

These probably would not run that 
high annually, but it is argued that 
the bank by accumulating the profits 
and making them work at a higher 
rate of interest than would apply to 
the debts could handle them eventual- 
ly so that they would take care of 
this part of the war debts account. 

This would relieve Germany of that 
part of the burden the creditor na- 
tions have thought to place upon it— 
vet the allied debts would be paid. If 
the banks’ profits were inadequate, 
it was added, there was always the 
chance that the United States by that

Postoffice receipts for the month of 
April, just closed, were approximate- 
ly $10,000 greater than any previous

April of last year and a gain of $9,-

were $367,818.60, the previous high 
mark for that month, Mr. Large’s 
figures show. 

The first four months of 1928 
showed receipts of $1,556,382.07, the 
former record for this period, but 
total receipts for January, February.

diction of the postoffice department 
are concerned, representing, in nor- 
mal years, approximately 90 per cent 
of all federal patronage in the state. 
These include postmasters of the vari- 
our presidential grades, together with 
such other postal workers as are not 
subject fully to civil service require- 
ments. 

On the other hand, the committee 
selected under the direction of Col- 
onel Horace A. Mann, manager of 
the southern campaign, would be 
given a full voice in recommending 
appointments for general federal of- 
fices in Georgia outside of the postal 
service. Included in this class of 
federal employes are United States 
district judges, district attorneys, 
marshals, collector of customs, col- 
leetor of internal revenue, and such 
others as may come within the cate- 
cory. 


May Direct Appointments. 

In addition the Mann committee, 
it is proposed, would be given the 
right to direct appointments to. vari- 
ous federal offices in the state in con- 
nection with the next decennial cen- 
sus, which will come under the juris- 
diction of the department of com- 
merce, .Ordinarily this would not. be 
counted as important since the census 
is taken only every ten years, but it 
just happens that the next national 
enumeration comes in 1930, with plans 
calling for most of the machinery to 
be set up in advance. 

Georgia will be allotted from 12 to 
14 district supervisors, each receiv- 
ing compensation of $1,500 to $2,500, 
while every supervisor will have un- 
der him some 100 enumerators, paid 
from $5 to $8 per day. 

Under the suggested arrangement, 
the Mann committee, headed by H. G. 
Hastings, of Atlanta, manager of the 
regular republican campaign in Geor- 
gia, would be ealled upon to make 
recommendations for all of these 
posts, 

Thus the two committees would be 
fairly weil balanced in authority, 
measured in terms of patronage as- 
signed them.

If the president should order the

satisfactory to the opposing group. 

At the same time, it should be 
added, members of the Mann group 
have not indicated just how far they 
are prepared to go in the way of a

The others were Russell Mathews. 
assistant director of immigration at 
El Paso, Texas, and W. H. Fryer. for- 


Is Second Arrest. 

Ateca and: Maqueo were arrested in 
Kansas City Wednésday by secret 
service operatives as fugitives from 
justice from El Paso. Their bail was 
set at $5,000 each, which they prompt- 
ly paid out of the big black bag and 
kept on traveling. 

Thinking, officials believe, they had 
outwitted the secret service. Ateca and 
Maqueo, with Mathews and F yer, took 


quarters in a prominent hotel await- 
ing a chance to leare the country. 

This afternoon Assistant United 
States Attorney George Mintzer, sev- 
eral detectives, and a group of secret 
service men closed in on the hotel 
and when they knew their men were 
there walked into their room with a 
pass key. 

There are two charges against Ateca 
at Fl Paso. He is charged with vie

whom the four prisoners were ar 
raigned that Ateca was charged with 
violating the neutrality proclamation 

“in that he sought te import inte 
Mexico munitions of war without the 
consent of the secretary of state of 
the United States.” 

Tuttle said he had also been iw 
formed by the Mexican consul general, 
who joined in this additional charge, 
that Ateca and Maques had looted 
banks and the publie treasury of thé 
state of Chihuahua. It was not said 
whether the pair had taken this money 
with the sole intention of fleeing t4 
Spain with it, or whether they had 
taken it, with or without rebel assist- 
ance, for the purpose of buying muni 
tions for the rebels in the United 
States, and, when they found them- 
selves hampered in this design, de- 
cided to nse the money themselves.

The goal of the department with 
the present plant is 1,000,000 trout 
per year and nearly that many bass 
and bream. With the new ponds in 
action the number of bream and bass 
will be doubled.

Demand Improves.

The opening was steady at 4 to 12 
points higher on steadier Liverpool 
cables than had been anticipated ard 
on further private reports indicating 
crop deterioration as a result of the 
recent unfavorable weather over the 
eastern belt and in the far west. 
Shorts were disposed to cover for over 
Sunday and when the official weather 
forecast was published there was more 
general buying on the prospect of re- 
newed showery conditions and. some- 
what lower temperatures in the west- 
ern belt. In some quarters there was 
a disposition to await more definite 
information before arriving at con- 
clusions regarding the extent of crop 
damage and the necessity of replant- 
ing. So many complaints have been 
received during the past day or two 
that the opinion was expressed in 
some quarters that the favorable con-

500-mile races’ on the Indianapolis 
speedway, and in other speed contests 
on board and dirt tracks throughout 
the country. Its chief proponent has 
been Harry Miller, Los Angeles build- 
er of racing cars, whose designs in 
the 91-inch displacement class have 
scored victories in some instances, but 
not in the 500-mile event itself, 

For passenger car work, a builder 
in Indiana has been developing a front 
drive model which was to have been 
shown early this year, but was with- 
held. It is now reported that this 
mode] is scheduled for introduction 
later this year. Experimental models 
are said to be able to make road turns 
at 40 and 45 miles an hour. 

As contrasted with the conventional 
passenger car type of rear wheel 
drive, the front wheels pull the car 
forward rather than push it. Therein 
lies the front drive advantage. accord- 
ing to those who favor it. With the 
propulsion in front, the car has less 
tendency to skid. Its ability to hold 
the road on sharp turns may be liken- 
ed to a man crowling over a slippery 
surface. He can proceed with less 
danger of slipping or falling than one 
who walks upright. 

Disadvantages in the types so far 
feveloped are that they have been 
heavy to steer, Construction requires 
four universal joints instead of two 
and this necessitates more involved 
front axle construction, and coense- 
quently the car is more expensive te 
build. 


No Car-Plane Competition, 

The question how far airplane use 
will cut inta service given by motor 
ears has brought an answer from Pro- 
fessor John S. Worley, of the trans- 
portation faculty at the University 
of Michigan. Professor Worley be- 
lieves the airplanes will never com- 
pete seriously with the automobile for 
distances up to 500 miles, provided 
cars continue the present trend to- 
ward greater speeds. 

Building speeds of 80 to 100 miles 
an hour into cars of the $1,000 to 
$2,000 class, Professor Worley argues, 
together with the development of su- 
per-roads that will avoid congested 
centers of population and link cities 
in a straight line, will allow the motor 
car to retain an advantage. 

If such a road were in existence be- 
tween Detroit and Chicago, he reasons, 
two travelers might start at a given 
moment, one going by land and the 
other by air, with the man in the mo- 
tor car winning the race to the heart 
of Chicago. 

Professor Worley bases his conten- 
tion thus: The ideal condition of 
travel calls for continuous passage 
from place of departure to destina- 
tion, with minimum lapse of time from 
beginting to the end of a trip. There 
also must be comfort and safety in 
a vehicle which can be parked almost 
instantly at or immediately adjacent 
to theedestination, besides being imme- 
diately available for use between local 
points in a town or neighborhood and 
ready for departure to another destina- 
tion 50 or more miles away. Such 
a vehicle must be usable under all 
weather conditions and must be rea- 
sonable in price, with low cost opera- 
tion and repairs. 

Professor Worley points out that 
airplane travel as now organized re- 
quires an average of 30 to 40 minutes 
to reach airports from the centers of 
cities. Figuring this in and allowing 
one hundred miles an hour as the av- 
erage for aircraft passenger travel,

WHEEL* SLIPPAGE 
CAUSES VARIATION 
SAYS TIRE DEALER 


Automobile drivers are often puzzled 
by the apparent variations of their 
speedometers in measuring the dis- 
tances: between two geographical 
points. The mystery, in part.‘ is due 
to the fact that the wheels of an au- 
tomobile slip. “As a rough average it 
may be said, according to Sam Mart- 
lin, Fisk tire dealer, that wheel 
slippage accounts for four miles in 
every 100; in other words, 1,000 miles 
of actual travel registers about 1,040 
on the mileage dial of the speed- 
ometer.

emery-like scraping of fast’ slipping 
wheels against concrete pavements.”

JUDICIAL SYSTEM REFORMS. 

A fellow-citizen, whose spirit 
seems to have a downward pull to- 
ward pessimism, says: 

“The plain trouble with our ju- 
dicial system is that it was made by 
lawyers, is eminently satisfactory 
to lawyers as it stands, and will not 
be reformed by lawyers as long as 
they have life and breath.’’

But to whom Should we look 
for the making or reforming of a 
judicial system if not to able and 
experienced lawyers and jurists? 
Are we to adjudge them all, with- 
out personal evalution, to be self- 
serving inventors of legal tricks, 
traps and technicalities?

| systems as made by lawyers and 


many Of which are highly efficient 
in promoting indubitable justice. 

It may fairly be taken for granted 
that legislators, however meticulous 
lawyers they may be, are not going 
to frame or to perpetuate a judicial 
system that the people will not 
Stand for. Most lawyer-legislators 
are ambitious for popular favor and 
Seldom risk that in order to intro- 
duce a practice-trap into the .Judi- 
cial system of the state. 

The remedy for a faulty judicial 
system is always in the hands of the 
people.

For failure to make returns to 
the state as required by law, and 
to pay corporation taxes for five 
years or more, the state of New 
York is about to chloroform some 
100,000 charters that have been so 
long dormant.

THE HOOCH HOLOCAUST.

On Thursday the great 
Metropolitan Life Insurance Com- 
pany released its quarterly report 
of deaths among its policy ‘holders 
in the United States. It notes that 
deaths from acute and chronic al- 
coholism were greater during the 
first three months of this year than 
in any like term since 1917—three 
years before the prohibition amend- 
ment became operative. 


Considering that life insurance 
policy holders are carefully pre- 
examined, medically approved, and 
habit investigated before having 
policies issued to them, this in- 
creased roster of alcoholic deaths 
among them calls for serious ex- 
planations from those who claim so 
glibly that prohibition has reduced 
alcoholism and enlarged the span 
of American lives. The more so is

It was indeed a wholesome and 
heartening spectacle to have the presi- 
dent of the United States meet these 
representatives of our great newspa- 
pers face to face and proclaim this 
fundamental principle: 

“The problem of law enforcement is 
not alone a function or business of 
government. If law can be upheld only 
by enforcement officers, then our 
scheme of government is at an end. 
Every citizen has a personal duty in 
it—the duty to order his own actions, 
to so weigh the effect of his example 
that his conduct shall be a_ positive 
force in his community with respect 
to the law.” 

Ten years ago-we would have said 
that those statements are so self-evi- 
dent and undebatable as to be mere 
platitudes. Not so today. The reaction 
of many of our newspapers is start- 
lingly disappointing. They say that 
these particular prohibition laws are 
so foolish and bad as to forfeit the 
respect of the American people. Neith- 
er President Hoover nor any other 
sane advocate of obedience ‘to the 
eighteenth amendment and the Vol- 


‘stead law is demanding respect for 


the wisdom of these particular enact- 
ments. They are demanding something 
deeper and infinitely more signifi- 
cant and that is respect for our sys- 
tem of government by which these 
laws were enacted. It is not respect 
for a law but respect for law itself 
which is vital and fundamental to the 
perpetuity of a self-governing system. 
Lack of Sportsmanship. 

Perhaps the most distressing expres 
sion of American life is the loss of 
its spirit of good sportsmanship and 
the substitution for it of the spirit 
of the mob. We appoint an umpire for 
a baseball game and the moment he 
gives a decision which is contrary to 
the judgment of the grandstand these 
good-natured sportsmen which entered 
the park become a mob, shouting with 
fanatical fury, “kill him,” and some- 
times seek to put their passion into 
execution, The lynching mob is only 
the logical result of the rebellion of 
the citizen against the arbitrament of 
the law. I respectfully but earnestly 
insist that those newspapers which 
advocate the principle that any. le 
gally enacted statute should be. dis- 
obeyed because of its widespread un- 
popularity are creating and stimulat- 
ing the mob spirit in American life. 

When one pauses to ask himself 
quietly, “what is this terrible injyus- 
tice that is done to the American citi- 
zen by the eighteenth amendment?”’ 
and, brushing aside all the stilted 
rhetoric about “liberty” and “inalien- 
able rights,” faces the truth that 1t 
simply takes away his daily drink of 
liquor in the interest of a sober and 
efficient citizenship, one must feel 
deeply ashamed. Save for the poor fel- 
low who has become absolutely en- 
slaved by an appetite for alcohol, 
there is not one among us who could 
not make the negligible sacrifice neces- 
sary to obedience, in order to vindi- 
cate the authority of our government. 
When. we remember that each man 
who violates this law, by creating a 
demand for illegal liquor, helps to 
perpetuate the gangster and corrup- 
tionist, this widespread disobedience 
to law is revealed as a dangerous fail- 
ure in patriotism.

Do you believe that 

expect competent and 
stage censorship from a group of 
playwrights, producers and ac- 
tors who, for financial reasons, 
have allowed the stage to sink to 
its present low level? Are not 
the view points of the average 
citizen and his or her reaction 
to a stage production elements of 
major importance in deciding ° 
upon what shall or shall not be 
exhibited? Do you believe that 
those connected wifh the stage are 
able to appreciae the average 
person's reactions under present 
conditions? 

The kind of drama appearing on 
the stage of any country is deter- 
mined by the demands of the patrons 
of the theater. From the golden age 
of Greece to the present moment this 
is the covering truth, of the situa- 
tion. I do not say playwrights and 
producers have nothing worth while 
to offer concerning the _ selection, 
treatment and presentation of dra- 
matic themes, but I affirm that they 
cannot induce any theatergoing an- 
dience to accept what it does not 
want, 

Many Americans never darken the 
doors of a playhouse. What they 
know about dramatics is derived from 
the reviews they read in the press, 
and these are frequently enough to 
keep them away. Attendants chiefly 
consist of those who enjoy what the 
producers give them, and it is a re- 
grettable fact that in the case of 
highly objectionable plays the ma- 
jority of the audience is made up 
more often than not of women. 

Such are the existing conditions. 
They relate to the further fact that 
in notorious instances (which I need 
not definitely enumerate here) the 
modern theater has touched a level 
as low as that reached by the Stuart 
restoration drama. The police occa- 
sionally prevent a further descent, 
but. they are powerless against a de- 
generate public taste. 

The church and Drama League pro- 
poses to leave police measures and 
censorship to others. It does not 
countenance the rotten inanities now 
paraded before those who gloat over 
their viciousness and who are not 
sufficiently intelligent to detect their 
non-intellectual character. But it is 
prepared to support those plays which

The Background 
Of Foreign Affairs 


Stalin Completely Victorious Over 
Opponents in Russia. 


BY HENRY KITTREDGE NORTON.

Stalin, the near-dictator of Rugsia, 
has been completely victorious in the 
dispute with his fellow 
After a several days’ battle over prin- 
ciples and policies, his opponents are 
eating out of his hand. So entirely 
successful was he in imposing his will 
on the party that there is some suspi- 
cion that the whole afair was staged 
merely to keep up interest and to give 
the appearance of vitality to the com- 
munist dictatorship. 

That is a suspicion it would be hard 
either to confirm or disprove. Cer- 
tainly the issue was a zeal one. It was 
almost the opposite of the last intra- 
party rumpus, in which Trotzky was 
set upon the road to exile. Trotzky 
was the advocate of a more rigorous 
application of the prinicples of pure 
communism, with an increase of pres- 
sure on the peasants, He attacked 
Stalin from the left. 

Stalin was strong enough to conquer 
Trotzky, but after defeating him shift- 
ed his own ground somewhat toward 
the left, adopting many of the meas- 
ures Trotzky had advocated. This pre- 
cipitated the new attack—from the 
right. 

For the latest opposition to the Sta- 
lin policies came from those who were 
ready to compromise still further with 
capitalism, to the end that the uneat- 
isfactory economic condition might he 
improved. They advocated a return to 
more normal relations with the reat of 
the world along the lines which many 
observers believe must he followed 
sooner or later by some government in 
Russia. 

But the Stalin regime is not for that 
move—yet. It still insists, and is evi- 
dently in a position to enforce that 
insistence, that Russia shall continue 
in the narrow way of a fairly pure 
communism. It points with pride to 
the progress already made and offers 
the things already done as earnest of 
the things that it will do. 

Yet to the outsider who is more in- 
terested in actualities than theories 
there appears to be an incurable ab- 
surdity in the soviet proceedings. As- 
suming a certain degree of progress, it 
still seems like insisting that @ man 
walk on his hands because he has 
demonstrated the possibility, despite 
the fact that he could go faster and 
farther and with a great deal more 


comfort on bis legs.

Editor Constitution : Recently I read 
with great interest the able plea of 
W. D. Anderson, president of the Bibb 
Manufacturing company, for better 
educational facilities and the more 
rapid paving of our highways through 
bond issues, and the fine editorial in 
The Constitution—“‘Anderson’s Clar- 
ion Call.” 

More recently I read the strong in- 
dorsement of the position of Mr. An- 
derson and The Constitution by that 
beloved Georgian,. Hon. George Fos- 
ter Peabody. These pleas come from 
the heart and brains of statesmen. 
They have no a: to grind. That 
these captains of industry should take 
the time “to write these strong ap- 
peals to the people ‘of the state for 
progressive measures and constructive 
legislation is indeed a most encour- 
aging and hopefu! sign. 

Twenty-five years ago that distin- 
guished statesman and educator, 
Charles B. Aycock, told his people: 
“Fiducate the common people and all 
other blessinzs will come. After and 
mot before the education of all the 
peaple will come good roads, the de- 
velopment of industries and the in- 
crease of wealth of all the people.” 
Those words true then are truer now. 
The day is at hand when the state 
must get out of the educational mire 
as well as the “mud.” The two meas- 
ures go hand in hand.

Mr. Anderson put the educational 
system of the state clearly before the 
people in one sentence: “The con- 
trast between our half-madeup edu- 
eational system and those even of our 
poorer sister southern states is not 
simply humiliating—it is distressing 
to every thinking and prideful @eor- 
gian.”

make an educational survey to ascer- 
tain what institutions shall be sup- 
ported and maintained? The 
gia College Association, state and de- 
nominational, the Georgia Education 
Association—all the educational forces 
of the state are strong in their ap- 
veal for this wise and greatly needed 
legislation. There is scarcely a man 
in the state who does not recognize 
that a thorough, comprehensive and 
impartial study of the educational 
system of the state should be mace 
at once in order to acquaint the peo- 
ple and their representatives with 
present conditions and the best pos- 
sible procedure for improvement. If 
the legislature at this session will 
make an appropriation of $25,000, 
and will appoint a committee, teach- 
ers excepted, of 10 or 12 outstand- 
ing men in business and jin the pro- 
fessions, with authority to call in 
experts—men well known for their 
fairness and for their interest in pub- 
lic affairs—our chaotic educational 
system will be transformed into a 
modern educational system. 
The Present Situation. 

Our educational system must grow 
as it has done in other states,

Both must work in harmony and both 
must be adequately supported. No one 
conversant with the facts would main- 
tain that we have gone far beyond 
the beginning in the solution. We 
ktfow little about what’ we ought to 
do,. although we need to know much. 


The weakest point in our educa- 
tional system today is the rural school, 
The common thought of this nation 
is that every state is not only to as 
sure every child his opportunity but 
also to see that he has it, even though 
he be unfortunate in his circum: 
stances. The strongest point in our 
educational system is the high school. 
It is close to the people and for that 
reason it has in large measure been 
able to secure the financial aid it 
needed. 

In Georgia today, midway between 
the rural school and the high school 
stands the ypniversity. This is a trag- 
edy, for the university shouold be the 
capstone of the entire educational 
system, and any system of education 
is in a large degree a failure where 
such a condition exists. The people 
have not yet realized that the uni- 
versity is the soul of the state. “Re- 
flecting the &pirit of the times without 
vielding to it; serving material needs 
while at the same time standing above 
them; establishing standards on the 
basis of careful scientific study; and 
preparing leaders for 
that progress may be more intelligent 
and less costly, the state university, 
as a unit or in its several branches, 
stands today as the crown of the sys- 
tem of public education which our 
states have created.”’ 

The Stampede. 


With inadequately supported rural 


schools, high schools, and the univer- 


sity, what justification exists for es- 
tablishing other state-supported in- 
stitutions? Does not common. sense 
dictate that we should have concen- 


tration of effort on a few institutions | 


rather than dissipation of the limited 
resources of the state on a large 
number of mediocre institutions? Some 
one has recently remarked that the 
favorite mass movement in 
life is the stampede, Certainly we are 
having a stampede in education In 
(yeorgia today—establishing junior col- 
leges—and it makes very little dif- 
ference whether we need them or just 
think that we ought not to miss them. 
The reason for this epidemic is local 
or districts pride—or perhaps it is 
some new avenue for spending the 
public money. Are we really pro- 
gressing to, better things, or are we

In 1928 there existed. in 
United States 146 public junior col- 
leges.

Surely a powerful governing agency 
is needed for our strange educational 
system. Those who are responsible 
for establishing state supported insti- 
tutions or for continuing our half- 
made-up educational system should 
‘count the cost before they proceed 
‘farther. Why should we go so rapid- 
| ly from one.extreme to another? If 
an educational survey, authorized and 
sanctioned by the legislature, recom- 
mends the establishing of new insti- 
tutions for a special type of educa- 
tion, the people will rally to their 
support and the legislature will “be 
justified in making ample appropria- 
tions to maintain them. An enlarged 
educational licy demands more 
revenue. Maintenance should be de- 
‘rived from taxations, new sources of 
‘revenue; equipment and _ buildings 
‘from bond issues. 

| Modern System of Taxation Needed. 


tecently I read an article, “Shall 
New Jersey Have a Modern System 
of Taxation,” and I was impressed 
with this statement: “All are inter- 
ested in any movement having for its 
objective the reduction of taxation to 
a scientific basis, one which will pro- 
| vide economically and skillfully funds 
‘sufficient to operate on and insuffi- 
cient for waste.” Governor Larson 
has called two professors from Prinee- 
ton university to assist him in this 
great work. No tax reform is of any 
real value unless it is made in a 
{thorough and scientific manner with- 
out any taint of politics. We have 
able men in Georgia whose services 
are being used by Governor Hardman, 
and it is believed that these men will 
render valuable service in solving an 
urgent need. 
; “After all taxation represents noth- 
{ing else than the transfer of purchas-

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| Jective authority that has been set up 
‘by them to administer these funds. 
‘The situation would be quite differ- 
ent if we did not live in a democracy 
where every citizen possesses the right 
to vote on policies and decide who 
‘shall represent him. In the final 
analysis, therefore, the amount of 
‘taxes raised is not so important as 
knowledge of whether the funds so 
derived are efficiently spent and of 
‘what quantity and quality of service 
and benefits the residents of the com- 
munity receive in return for the pur- 
‘chasing power which they have handed 
‘over to the public authorities.” 

| Why are we so handicapped for 
‘funds with which to operate the state 
government or the educational system 
or highway system? ‘The answer is 
simple: Our methods of getting reve- 
nue has not kept pace with our finan- 
cial plan and with the increase in our 
wealth. We have the wealth, but we 
are no longer able to tap it effec- 
tively. The thoughtful citizens have 
long since realized also that the con-

State. We in Atlanta are carrying 
today interest charges on what tlie 
state is due us for 1928 and 1929. 

The public schools of Atlanta and 
of the entire state did not profit by 
the era of prosperity for schools as 
other sections of the Union did.

To King George

and recovery of King George brought 
home to a great many people the 
fact that the present British sovereign | 
commands the devotion and respect of | 
an enormous number of men and won-, 
en all over the world. ; 


His grandmother, Queen Victoria, | 
reigned for more than 62 years and : 
was a remarkable woman, who made 
a profound impression on the Victo- 
rian age which took its name from — 
her. His father, King Edward, pos- ' 
sessed among many gifts, a great gift | 
for making himself popular. 

King George was set a difficult | 
task when he had to follow two} 
sovereigns of such unusual! distinction | 
as these two. He had not, of course, | 
the immense prestige of the old queen. 
I remember myself, when a small boy 
out in one of the British colonies, 
frequently hearing my mother say that 
she never wanted to see any other sev- 
ereign as she had been born in Queen 
Victoria’s reign, and felt as if the 
queen were her own mother, 

To me it seems that King George 
is more thoroughly English than any 
of his immediate predecessors, Un- 
til the death of his elder brother, the { 
Duke of Clarence, made him heir to 
the throne in the early 90's, he had 
been an officer in the British navy. 
He had developed that love for ships 
and the sea which always makes a 
strong appeal to Englishmen, and 
since those days he has never been, 
happier than when sailing his yacht |} 
during holidays, or visiting his old | 
messmates on board men-of-war. | 

King George's relations with other | 
.rulers and sovereigns have always: 
been friendly, except, of course,

in- | 
sofar as the war has changed things 
in Europe. But like any good Ameri- | 
can, German, Frenchman, Spaniard, 
or other national, he puts his own 
countrymen first, He will go down

A SHERATON cabinet of 
4 low mahogany, and a 
priceless antique, has but lately 
béen acquired by Mrs. W. S. 
Elkin, and stands against the wall 
of her living room in the. Geor- 
gian Terrace. It is a dignified, 
lovely piece of work, and once 
belonged to the late Dowager 
Lady Bathhurst, of London, Eng- 
land, and was made by the mar- 
velous cabinet maker, Sheraton, 
who designed furniture for the 
nobility. The inlay work of 
white mahogany was executed by 
the famous Christie, and there 
are many original features injro- 
duced in the cabinet. 

Two glass doors, behind which 
rest on mahogany shelves, two 
brass candlesticks owned by a 
greataunt of Mrs. Elkin, the late 
Mrs. Robert Letcher, whose hus- 
band was governor of Kentucky, 
are outlined in panels of wood 
inlaid on the sides with a tracery 
of inlay. A complete circle of 
the wood centers both sides of 
the middle of the glass, reinforc- 
ing and strengthening the doors, 
and at the far sides are half cir- 
cles of wood, not more than half 
an inch wide, showing the same 
exquisite white mahogany inlay. 
Six-pointed stars are in each cor- 
ner of the wood outlining each 
of the doors while an exquisite 
inlay motif runs across the top 
of the cabinet, jist beneath the 
broken-arch pediment of a most 
Substantial character surmount- 
ing the top of this extraordinary 
piece of furniture. 

Two solid mahogany doors fin- 
ish the lower part, featuring the 
extraordinary ingenuity of Shera- 
ton, who placed a gorgeous me- 
dallion in the center and encir- 
cled it with a wreath of olive 
leaves, tied at one side by a 
graceful bow-knot of white ma- 
hogany.

Women that Boston should have 
come to this. ‘Dear old Boston, 
the home of the bean and the 
cod, where the Cabots speak 
only to Lowells, and the Lowells 
speak only to God.”

Photogra- 
phers of the Globe with their 
cameras on their backs and a 
determined look in their eyes 
went out to seek pictorial proof 
of such an unprecedented fact. 
They looked long and far. They 
watched the feminine population 
of the city -through the silent 
crowds and out in the scattered 
sections of the city. They were 
determined. They were untir- 
ing. They found them. There 
they were. A group of women 
of the staid old city demonstrat- 
ing the completion of the long, 
long story of women’s efforts to 
place an old “cork tip’ between 
her lips. ; 

Why back in 1851 a man could 
not even smoke a pipe on the 
Streets of Boston. ‘‘No smoking 
in public’—this sign in park and 
public street proclaimed man’s 
eagerness to protect the lungs of 
the feminine contingent, which 
in most cases relished such pro- 
tection.

Vassar seniors, some 
years ago, built, with a collec- 
tion amounting to about $1,200 
taken up by the class, a smoking 
room for themselves. Smith col- 
lege girls are reported as having 
taken up the pipe last year. 


“Why are women and girls 
smoking? Men may theorize, 
but women fail to explain very 
clearly.

many from curiosjty; some be- 
cause others smoked; some be- 
cause it looks smart and stylish;

None of these reasons makés 
contirmed smokers, but thou- 
sands of women report that they 
liked the taste and sensation of 
smoking and acquired the habit.

This statement was made Saturday 
by Miss Emma Long, daughter of the 
beloved physician, in an interview 
at the Piedmont sanitarium, where 
she is under treatment. She will re-

Spalding at her home in West End. | 
Atlanta has had many visitors with- | 
ing its doors, but few so welcome or 
so worthy her homage as the daughter 
of perhaps the greatest discoverer of 
all times. In coming to’ Atlanta Miss 
Leng returns to the former home of 
Dr. Long, who prior toe the Civil War 
made his“~home here for two years. A 
corner lot near the Piedmont hotel 
was his property at that time.

For Christian Citizenship

The Georgia Woman's Christian 
Temperance Union is sponsoring a 
campaign to create an intelligent, ac- 
tive voting Christian citizenship, 
through its Christian citizenship de- 
partment, of which Mrs. Mary Scott 
Russell, of Macon, 1s state director, 
with local directors in each local un- 
jon, 

The first part of the plan which 
Mrs. Russell has sent every union 
ealls for a 10-minute drill at each 
meeting, These study drill leaflets may 
be secured at state W. C. T. U. head- 
quarters in the Thrower building, At- 
lanta, at 45 cents per hundred. If 
used as directed thousands of women 
will be able to repeat accurately the 
preamble (52 words), authority (S1 
words), oath of office (37 words), 
and the eighteenth amendment (61 
words) of the federal constitution, and 
thus know their power in government. 
Then the text of the state prohibi- 
tion law will be memorized, so that 
it may be repeated in connection with 
ible verses in efforts for local ob- 
servance of law, the real problem of 
prohibition. 

Second, she recommends a commit- 
tee appointed each month in local un- 
ions to visit courts and make reports 
on the visits. This has been proven 
most beneficial in many communities. 4 

Third, she asks each W. C. T. U. 
to “make a survey of your community 
showing conditions before and since 
prohibition. Get from the Chamber of 
Commerce a map of your town; ask 
the city clerk to show you just where 
saloons were located before prohibi- 
tion: mark spot with a ring and put 
number in ring. Indicate on margin, 
with number corresponding to number 
in ring, what business now occupies 
that spot, and how many are employ- 
el, We wish to display these maps 
at convention to visualize the differ- 
ence between the liquor traffic’s day 
and prohibition’s day. 

Fourth, she urges constantly the 
importance of registration, payment of 
poll tax and voting. “You cannot vote 
unless you pay poll tax.’ She requests 
that a report be made to her when 
registration books are closed the per- 
centage of membership that is reg- 
istered, expressing the desire that it 
will be 100 per cent. “Get the habit 
of registering in the spring and pay- 
ing poll tax. Remember that this gov- 
ernment is run for all of us by those 
who vote.” 

Mrs. Stella Courtright Stimson, of 
Rome, N. Y., the national W. C. T. 
l). director of the Christian citizen- 
ship department, also urges education 
— facts. Facts concerning the law and 
concerning law-breakers, facts con- 
eerning the benefits of prohibition, 
facts concerning the effects of alco- 
hol on the human body. She mentions 
the W. CC. T. U. papers and other 
prohibition publications where these 
facts are published,, and says: “In 
addition, exhaustive facts have been 
assembled, some tabulated, many 
charted, to the dismay of the wets, 
in books and press articles by Feld- 
man, Fisher, Bruere, Whatlev, God- 
win and Booth, which prove the eco- 
nemic and social benefits of prohibi- 
tion and that benefits depend upon 
the degree of observance.”

Of Growth of East Atlanta 


Property development in East At: 
lanta, from time the land was given 
away in large parcels by the gov- 
ernment to fortunate drawers in a 
land lottery to the present day activ- 
ity, was outlined by B. D.- Gray, Jr., 
member of the firm of Mulkey & 
Gray, at a meeting of the Atlanta 
Real Estate board this past week. 

Mr. Gray’s talk constituted the 
third of a series of lectures on selling 
real estate now being conducted by 
the - board. 

Extracts from the address, relating 
the growth of one portion of the city, 
follow : 

A sketch of the/land lots with the 
names of the original grantees, as 
well as the prices of the first re- 
corded transfers, shows that this en- 
tire tract of 1,500 acres was sold for 
$3,156 or about $2 per acre. “The 


current prices of that time seems 
to have been $1.00, $1.25, $2.00 and 
$2.25 per acre, Figuring 4 lots to 
the acre there were approximately 
6.000 lots in this section that first 
sold for $3,156. One lot on Moreland 
ave, recently sold fer this much ¢*9 
the increase in value in the past 
108 years has been 6,000 times. 
Turned Fast. 

Some of this property turned over 
fast even in those days. John Pope 
who drew LL 18 on June 28, 1824, 
sold it on July 13 to John Bolling 
for $400, who sold it three days 
later for $500; 25 per cent profit 
in three days time was evidently con- 
sidered fair in those days tov.

Lovers of Skippy have for a long 
time wanted to see a picture of his 
creator, and to learn something about 
the man who once upon a time was 
a boy out on Long Island, where, as 
leader of the Liberty Boys, he and his 
spies planned and carried out many 
“dark” and ghostly plots for grape- 

vine messages in school. After all, 
Percy Crosby is the wistful, serious, 
humorous, sardonic Skipper, material 
for which was surely stored up dur- 
ing those boyhood days. It is a real 
picture of the small-town boy in 
America. 

This is a novel for the old and the 
young—-it is written in most interest- 
ing style. The comic strip of “Skip- 
py” appears in perhaps a hundred 
American newspapers. This book 
contains eight attractive drawings by 
Crosby. 

Mr. C orosby is almost as well known 
as “Skippy.’ His first sale as an 
artist was a drawing to Life. By the 
time he was twenty he was known 
in e@yery newspaper office in New 
York city, where he could be foun 
doing cartoons and courtroom sketch- 
es, He finally, in a serious momenf, 
decided he would enroll at the Art 
Students’ League of New York, and 
then came the Great War, when Mr. 
Crosby found himself one day doings 
his daily comic strips for the Ameri 
can newspapers at the front. They 
were collected and published under 
the title, “The Rookie of the 15th 
Squad.” 

Skippy was first introduced in 1893 

in Life, and from the very beginning 
he was a leader in popularity. Today 
that same funny little fellow is viewed 
daily by millions of readers of all 
ages. 
Mr. Crosby lives in New York, but 
there’s a farm in Virginia where ite 
likes to find an excuse for eine to 
think, read and write, and there is 
already a longing to spend all of bis 
days in Virginia, where he will write, 
write, write, and greet his friends, 
especially Corey Ford, of Life, to 
whom he has dedicated his written 
story of “Skippy.”

“Not till war and the will 
of the allied powers to destroy the 
central powers had ripened to full 
fruition among the nativnalities did 
the conflict between the old Haps- 
burg and its last ruler issue against 
the emperor—and by then Francis 
Joseph had been two years dead. 

The author gives us a most inter- 
esting picture of the life of the em- 
peror from the days of his youth un- 
til the close of his life. He tells 
the story of the education, coronation, 
of the young emperor, of the opening 
of the new regime of the great Austro- 
Prussian rivalry with which the world 
is still familiar. There are interest- 
ing chapters on the emperor in the 
role of his own foreign minfster, of 
Nicholas, of the European war ‘and 
the result; the romanee of his love 
for his young cousin, Princess Eliza- 
beth of Bavaria, and when opposition 
was expressed he said he would mar- 
ry her or nobody. So the cordial greet- 
ing received by the beautiful young 
bride as she marched under the gar- 
land of roses was not only from the 
court, but from all the people. 

The reader will find the chapters 
from “The Autocrat” to“ The Writin: 
on the Wall” interesting history. it 
was president Theodore Roosevelt 
when be was received in his palace 
by the Emperor described him as “The 
last Buropean monarch of the old 
school.”

I looked it up 
and began working at the idea of con- 
solidating it with the Michigan Crippled 
Hospital school so that the two institu- 
tions could supplement each other in ¢if- 
ferent lines of work. | 

We hated the word “Free’’ in the title 
of the Children’s Hospital. It seemed to 
indicate class distinction. It seemed like- 
ly, too, that many a self-respecting mother 
would hesitate to bring her child to a 
place where the very name implied that 
she was becoming an object of charity. 

After considerable difficulty, much travel 
and many conferences we succeeded in 
aving that word taken out of the label. 
The children of the well-to-do and the 
children of those -too poor to pay could 
enter side by side, without any implication 
whatever. 

And then the two hospitals were con- 
solidated. Within five or six years the hos- 
pital was expanded to about 250 beds, tak- 
ing children suffering from such things as 
tuberculosis of the spine or hip, the con- 
sequences of infantile paralysis and cardiac 
trouble. 

Perhaps the most. pathetic of all are 
those cardiac cases. Crippled children very 
often can engage in suitable sports and 
games, but the little sufferers from heart 
trouble must lie stretched out on their beds 
all day, and day after day, and watch the 
others. 

In the course of those years I saw how 
much can be done for cases of infantile 
paralysis when they are taken in time and 
how much can be done by scientific skill 
and care even in cases which have been 
neglected. There was, for example, the 
case of one young girl of fourteen for 
whom we broke the rule excluding children 
over twelve vears of age. When she came 
to the hospital she could not walk across 
the room; she had to crawl on her hands 
and knees. A brilliant operation was per- 
formed and, in a few months, she was able 
to get about very well with the help of 
crutches. 

The more such cases we saw the more 
we realized the opportunity that was opened 
before us, not only to help the crippled 
child, but the child who was in any way, 
whether physically or mentally, badly ad- 
justed to life. 

In the course of these years I became 
Mayor of Detroit. Dr. Hugo A. Freund 
was then Health Commissioner. Although 
he lived only two blocks away I had never 
met him. But I was shortly to know him 
under circumstances which gave an inti- 
mate opportunity to judge his quality. I 
came to conceive the highest admiration 
for his scholarship, his scientific approach 
to every problem and his unfaltering 
courage. 

Very soon we began to discuss the whole 
matter of private aid to child welfare. And, 
later on, in our conferences, we called in 
among others Mr. W. J. Norton, the secre- 
tary of Detroit's Community Chest and 
a man of nation-wide experience in social 
activities. And so, when the new founda- 
tion was formed Dr. Freund became the 
president and Mr. Norton the secretary. 

There are two controlling principles in 
our approach to this foundation. One is 
the principle of a low overhead; the other 
the principle of decentralization. : 

Perhaps one might add that we are not 
above “alleviation.” There are some very 
earnest persons who do not believe in “re- 
lief work.” They say they believe only in 
“attacking fundamentals.” With all due 
regard to their sincerity, it is hard to see 
how they can square themselves with neg- 
Jecting palliatives entirely while they con- 
centrate on these so-called “fundamentals.” 

Now the principle of a low overhead is 
a very obvious one. It is quite easy to 
imagine setting up machinery for the va- 
rious lines of work we have in mind which 
would be so complicated and so expensive 
that by the time they were paid for there 
wouldn't be any left to go to the children 
themselves. 

That idea ties right into the second 
principle—decentralization. From my Wash- 
ington experience I have learned the need

“There ain't no sense in al) this

thin’ wrong on the outside, he put 
on a poultice or some salve or may- 
be a blister; an’ if somethin’ was 
wrong inside he give you calomel 
for your liver. 

“But they don't blame the liver 
no more. They dont know how to 
cut it out. If you've got fever they 
say it’s a pus center somewhere, an’ 
they start huntin’ for it like a fox 
terrier after a rat in a corn crib, 
an’ as soon as they find it they go 
to whettin’ a knife. 

“I don’t take no stock in it. If 
things like that was necessary, Na- 
ture would o’ made us so we'd come 
apart an’ you could screw in a new 
piece when one wore out.

for that. Private enterprises, like gov- 
ernmental activities, can become bureau- 
cratic. Their directors may see the money 
pile up in the treasury without carrying 
out the intention for which the funds were 
created. 

There are six lines along which we hope 
to see the Children’s Fund of Michigan 
develop. These are a department of gen- 
eral medicine, a department of dietetics, 
the study of personality and behavior, rec- 
reation, education, research. 

In each of these departments. where 
there is an agency already existing, we 
shall seek to aid that agency on a co-opera- 
tive basis, rather than to set up a to- 
tally new one of our own. Suppose we 
want a particular piece of information. In- 
Stead of setting up our own investigation 
we can help an existing organization to 
work at it. 

We have already tried out the idea in 
practice. Take, for example, the “Merrill 
Palmer School,” founded by the  bene- 
ficiaries of the late Senator Palmer, of 
Michigan, and his wife. Through our chil- 
dren’s hospitals we provided fresh clinical 
material while the school lent its experts 


to aid our own. Both of us benefited from 
the co-operation. 

We can both help in the supervision and 
in the financing of these various lines of 
work. 

To me there is no aspect of the proposed 
work of the foundation more interesting 
than that concerned with the study of per- 
sonality and behavior. When I was Police 
Commissioner of Detroit, in 1916 and 1917, 
nearly all the jail birds were men of from 
thirty-five to seventy years of age. Since 
the war, it is the vouth who is the crimi- 
nal. It is an appalling thought. . What is 
the reason for it? 

Stand on the edge of any playground, 
and you will notice that some of the chil- 
dren are playing, while others are standing 
about looking on. Why? I became in- 
terested in that problem shortly after I 
had helped to bring the National Play- 
ground Association into Detroit to estab- 
lish our city-wide system of parks and 
playgrounds. 

Now it is obvious that those children who 
are standing around, not taking part in 
the games, are unsocial children. Why are 


they so? It may be due to some physical 
defect. It may be due to some condition 
in their homes. It may be their parents’ 
fault. 

We should like to find out as much as 
possible about it. Something may be 
learned, something may be found out which 
can be pointed out to parents to help 
them to keep children out of difficulties 
in the future. 

One of the first things we have in mind 
is the establishment of a research lab- 


oratory and clinic in connection with the 
Children’s Hospital in Detroit, with espe- 
cial application to the teeth of children. 

My attention was called to that line of 
work some time ago, and we got into it 
in a round-about way. It was like this: 

Some years ago, a veteran of the World 
War came into see me. He wanted to 
borrow some money to go into business. 
He made a deep impression upon me. And 
I Jaid aside a trust fund to be used for 
the purpose of setting ex-service men up 
in small] businesses. 

We tried it out for several years. 
we seemed to have no means of 
mining a man’s aptitude for his proposed 
work. Some of them succeeded. Many of 
them failed. So, finally, we transferred 
that fund to a Department of Orthoden- 
tistry for the hospital. There we gave ab- 
solutely free dental work. 

And there, again, we had some expe- 
rience in this question of decentralization 
in our work for children. 

The question arose of setting up the 
dental laboratory under this fund I spoke 
of. I was opposed to it, at first. I felt 
that it meant duplication of research. But 
in practice, we became convinced that the 
individuals worked better with the fresh 
clinica] material furnished in the hospital 
itself, from day to day. 

We are extending the study of children’s 
teeth, and observing all sorts of conditions 
of the mouth and proving constantly that 
much trouble of adults is due te those 
improper conditions in children. 

Yet, after_the most scientific care and 
study have offered their best, the helpless 
child may not benefit to the fullest meas- 
ure. Obstacles arise. One is the timidity 
—if we may call it such—of some parents. 
Perhaps it is fairer to call it “mother love,” 
though it is‘a mistaken love. 

Nearly every mother loves, most of all, 
her crippled child, her handicapped child. 
Her fear often seems to grow in propor- 
tien to her love. It is not so much fear of 
what may happen to her child, as a sort 
of nameless terror of his absence, a dread 
of parting. 

If such mothers can only see for them- 
selves how much a few months’ separa- 
tion accomplishes for other women’s chil- 
dren, under the scientific care of modern 
institutions, they will gladly suffer the pain 
of parting, even the dread of an operation 
in the true mother way, for the best in- 
terests of their own little ones. 

To give them such an opportunity to 
learn for themselves, it will be necessary 
to spread the knowledge of this kind as 
widely as possible throughout the com- 
munity. 

With the dissemination of such knowl- 
edge, hundreds of cases can be completely 
cured by being taken at once, and hun- 
dreds of others can be so greatly alleviated 
as to seem to the unhappy parent almost 
a cure. . 

By working through existing agencies. by 
increasing their efficiency, adding to their 
resources and broadening their scope, much 
of this dissemination can be attained. 

While the foundation we have established 
is called the Children’s Fund of Michigan, 
that does not mean that its functions are 
to be entirely limited by state lines. The 
trust instrument itself reads: 

“For the health, welfare, happiness and 
development of the children of the State 
of Michigan primarily.” 

Provision is made that the entire sum 
be spent and the trust be closed in twenty- 
five years. ‘his is arranged with a view 
to making sure that it does not, as so 
many benefices have in the past. outlive 
the conditions which made its establish- 
ment advisable. 

The May Day proclamation of the Presi- 
dent has given point to the opportunity, 
then, to announce a project which has 
been growing and developing for many 
years. It is out of our own personal ob- 
servation that we have come to believe 
that all the future progress of humanity 
maches, as the President has said, “Upon 
the feet of little children.”

HE man who sat in the last row 
of the gallery had written the hit 
song of “Baker's Dozen,” but no- 

3 body knew it except himself. 

When the orchestra played the introduc- 
tion and vamp, it had sounded familiar, 
and when Al Baker, the star of the show, 
began to sing the verse he was certain. 
The words had been changed, but the mu- 
sic was almost exactly as he had composed 
it, three years before. His original man- 
_useript copy, dirty and travel-worn, lay 
at the bottom of his dresser drawer amid 
other sediment of his half forgotten life, 
just as it had returned from its last list- 
less journey to a music publisher’s.

Off stage he had once thrown his 
magnificent vitality to every wind that 
blew. Now he seemed to be saving it for 
his audiences. 

Quite positively Joe did not understand 
that Al had been warned by his physi- 
cians. Otherwise, of course, Joe would 
mever have attempted to knock Al down 
on that day when he had caught the 
comedian kissing one of the chorus girls 
right in front of Amber. 

Al didn’t understand it, either, but he 
blocked Joe’s wild swing and then, with 
a good natured laugh that was character- 
istic of the man, dragged Joe into his own 
cgressing room. Not until they were inside 
with the door closed did Al allow his grip 


on Joe to relax and.-sing, panting, into a 
chair. 

“Now.” he said, finally, “what's the idea? 
That broad wasn’t your property, was she?” 

Joe laughed grimly. “No.” 

“Then why mind my giving her a little 
smack?” 

“Tt don’t mind, but Amber might.” 

“O, that’s it! You’re Amber’s guardian? 
Or her sweetheart, perhaps?” He added 
the last with sneering sarcasm. 


“No, I'm nothing to Amber. I just re- 
sent the fact that since she loves you, 
you should give her any heartache. At 
least you could keep from flaunting any 
other woman in her face publicly.” 

“Um,”. Al considered. “Has Amber ever 
complained to you of any jealousy?” 

“No. But Amber would not complain 
about anything to anybody.” 

“You think pretty highly of her, don’t 
you?” 

“Yes, I'd go through any hell there is to 
save her from being hurt.” 

“IT imagined so. You probably § won't 
have to go through hell for her or for any- 
thing else as soon as I will. Sit down a 
minute while I write a little note.” 


It took considerably longer than a min- 
ute and Joe wondered uneasily why he 
should be compelled to wait. But he un- 
derstood rather. better when Al handed it 
to him and he saw that it was addressed to 
himself. 


“Open it after I’m dead, Joe. It’s a kind 
of a will. Of course, if you cash in first, 
I'll take it back: That’s all.” 


It was shortly after this that Norman 
Stanley happened along. No matter how 
or when, he got acquainted with Amber. 
His presence and attendance on her after 
the performance almost nightly became an 
established fact. 

Al Baker, apparently, had not the slight- 
est objection to having young Stanley 
around. 

“He’s a member of a fine family, well 
educated, and there’s a lot of money com- 
ing to him when his aunts and uncles kick 
off.” This Al confided to Joe when they 
both happened to see Amber starting out 
under Norman’s escort. 

Joe had nothing to lose and yet he re- 
sented much more keenly than Al the fact 
that Amber’s leisure was practically monop- 
olized by a nonprofessional who even took 
her away from the places where show peo- 
ple ordinarily see one another after the 
performance. Evidently he patronized ex- 
clusively the extremely ritzy cafes or went 
mostly to private parties. 

Summer was just over the horizon. Nights 
were beginning to get warm and theatrical 
attendance fell off. Shows began closing 
all around them, falling silently and face 
forward, like men under rifle fire. The 
“Baker’s Dozen” review hung on but there 
were not quite so many customers. That 
was partly accounted for perhaps by the 
fact that Al was becoming more listless in 
his performance. 

He didn’t seem quite to be able to key 
himself up to it and the sweat poured out 
of him more profusely after each number. 
He began cutting out his other songs or 
assigning them to others with the excep- 
tion of “Ol’ Man Mountain,” which was the 
backbone of the show and which no one 
else could do with even approximate sat- 
isfaction. 

Then came the notice. Two weeks. 

“This is the last time Ill do that step.” 

“T’ll never: say those words again.” 

“This costume will fade in some store- 
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room and I shall never put it on after to- 
night.” 

“That woman whose lips I have kissed 
every night for two years will be merely an 
acquaintance tomorrow.” 

“The song that I have sung with all my 
heart night after night for hundreds of 
thousands of people will never again echo 
from the walls of a theater.” 

Curtain up! 

What a brave, gay 
chorus on, all smiling. Who cares about 
next week's rent money? The dialogue, 
snapping, sparkling. The old jokes light up 
just as brilliantly as if they had just been 
rehearsed that afternoon. And the _ ro- 
mance! It is even tenderer because it is 
a story that will never be told again. 

And here is “Ol’ Man Mountain,” him- 
self. It grips you and does things to you 
that you never noticed before. It is the soul 
of the show and it is passing. Hang on 
to it. But vou can’t. It is slipping into 
the groove that leads to eternity. 

Here’s Al Baker singing it now. What a 
voice the man has. He never sang it like 
that before. It sounds as if it was his 
soul, too. 

The audience went wild about it. Per- 
haps they, too, had caught the wistful 
finality in the way he sang it. But Baker 
did not take an encore at that time. In- 
stead he signaled for Amber to go into the 
dance. 

Then out of the darkness came Al Baker’s 
voice. He’d never done that before and 
Joe softened the orchestral accompani- 
ment. Al had picked up the last half of 
the chorus: 


way to die! The 


“Got to see there, got to be there 
Where there ain't no care or frettin’ 

I keep slidin’, I keep slippin’ 

Climb a little, then I’m trippin’ 

It’s so dark cause the sun am settin’ 
I. can’t see but I ain’t forgettin’ 

Ol’ Man Mountain, Ol’ Man Mountain, 
Got to elimb you ’fore I die.” 


The orchestra gave its final triumphant 
crash, the spotlight on Amber's head 
snapped out and the song was ended. 


And so was the show. Al had been sing- 
ing directly in front of Joe where he al- 
ways stood, usually with one foot across the 
footlights on the outermost rim of the 
stage. ; 

Now in the darkness Joe saw him sway 
slightly toward him and then on the final 
note of the music topple forward. Joe 
caught him, For a moment or so after 
the lights went up no one knew that any- 
thing happened. The applause was terrific, 
thundering. 

Then, gradually and curiously, it died 
down. Then it ceased absolutely as if some 
one had dropped a giant muffler over the 
entire house: 

The musicians made way for little Joe, 
who some way seemed strong enough for 
this final service, as he carried Al Baker 
under the stage. The curtain hesitated a 
moment and then came slowly and silently 
down. 

What a corking exit! 

No actor or playwright could have plan- 
ned a more effective final moment. It was 
on the front page of every newspaper in 
New York in the morning. Al Baker’s 
personal popularity combined with the 
dramatic nature of his taking off made it 
a news story of more importance to Broad- 
way than even a trans-Atlantic non-Lind- 
bergh. 


“Dance orchestras will no longer play 


‘Ol’ Man Mountain,’” one of the write-ups 
began, “at least not in New York City. 
Because beloved Al Baker, the man who 
wrote it and sang it into the heart of the 
city, is dead, 

“Al stood on the peak—he could go no 
higher, he ‘climbed it ‘fore he died.” 

There was more, most of it about Baker's 
long and susccessful career up from bur- 
lequesque to the high point of Broadway's 
favor. " 

To Joe was entrusted much of the plan- 
ning for the funeral. In the company he 
was, with the exception of Amber, actually 
Al’s most intimate friend. And strangely 
enough there seemed to be no family to 
come forward and attend to the final ar- 
rangements. There were living several 
women whe had been his wives at various 
stages of his career, but there were no 
known blood relatives. 


Finally, everything was all ready. The 
stage was banked with flowers. There was 
scenery somewhere down underneath but 
the surface was entirely covered with blos- 
soms. Joe had an hour before the ceremony 
would begin. He sat down unhappily to 
think.

“Sometimes I thought I’d tell her, but I 
never did it. After she got really good, 
and you know how good she is, it would 
have been bad publicity. 

“So you’re the first person to get the big 
news. I'm pasing it on to you because, 
when you get this, you're going to have to 
take my place. You get this job because 
I like you and because I know that you 
care enough for the kid to see that she 
gets a little happiness out of life even if it 
cuts into your own. Tonight you proved 
it to me when you swung on me because I 
kissed another dame in front of her, and 
you did it not because you was jealous, 
but because you were afraid she would be, 
You were practically elected before, but 
that cinched it. 

“When I'm on my way, and the medico 
says it will be pretty soon now unless I 
quit working, which wouldn't be any fun, 
anyhow, vou can tell her about my being 
her uncle or not just as you think best. 
Do whatever you think will make her feel 
happiest. And let that go for anything else 
you do after that.

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: Prize Package of the Chinese Revolution 


Wi ANKOW, present focal pofnt of 

| the Chinese revolution, is one of 

the world’s greatest inland ports,” 

says a bulletin from the Wash- 

ingion. D. C. headquarters of the National 
Geographic society. 

“Lying about 600 miles up the Yangtze, 
Hankow is as important geographically to 
either of the warring factions as Chicago 
would be if a civil war were raging in the 
United States. Hankow has only one rail- 
road but the rivers and streams of China 
form commercial arteries from which pro- 
Guce from nine provinces flows into the 
Hankow markets, while the port is equally 
important as a distributing point for for- 
eign commerce destined to the Chinese in- 
tericr. 

“Honkow occupies the north bank of the 
Yanetze where the Han pours its mudds 
torrent. On the opposite side ef the Han 


lies Hanyang, and across the mile-wide 
Yangtze, Wuchang, the latter. a venerable 
town which was flourishing when Hankow 
was a fishing hamlet. Both Hanyang and 
Wuchang now are a part of ‘Greater Han- 
kow’ with more than a million and a half 
inhabitants. 

“The Hankow river front is an amazing 
conglomeration of shipping. There are un- 
gainly junks, but they move about the wa- 
ter in the hands of expert rivermen as 
easily as modern vessels in our busy eastern 
harbors. Some of them, displaying rotten 
hulks with gaping holes above the water 
line, cause the traveler to wonder how they 
stay afloat, while now and then a huge 
high-pooped craft, adorned with brightly 
painted Carvings and plates that make it 
look like a floating circus wagon,-edges its 
way shoreward. 

“Small sampans dart here and theré by 


the muscle-power of two perspiring coolies 
whose families, under matting-covered 
awnings fill the air along the shore with 
the singsong chatter of the Orient. It is 
estimated that 25,000 native boats ply in 
and out of Hankow and its sister cities. 
Meanwhile modern steamboats from lower 
Yangtze points come and go on schedule. 


“The walled city in the background also 
seethes with commereial activity to the 
tune of noises that strain the visitor’s ear- 
drums. Some of the narrow lanes are 
paved with flagstone while others are mere 
ruts. Nevertheless, they are the playgrounds 
of thousands of children and the busy 
streets of a city which has been called the 
‘Hub of the Universe.’ 

“The children yell at play; the venders 
cry out their wares; coolies, bearing heavy 
burdens warn passersby to dodge their 
bulky loads; beggars groan and moan; and 


rickshaw boys, without regard to pedes- 
trians, shout as they hurry their fares 
through a jumbled mass of humanity. The 
yells of carriers of wealthy Chinese, as they 
bear their dignified masters, can be heard 
above the din, and the traveler wonders if 
these men are not employed for the 
strength of their vocal cords. 


“If a traveler knows the advertising tode 
in Hankow, he can locate any type of busi- 
ness by reading the shapes and colors of 
the shop signs which project over the nar- 
row thoroughfares. For instance gold 
platers use salmon-colored boards with 
green characters. Druggists’ boards are 
gilded. Black, gold, red and green are the 
predominating colors. On each sign is @ 
motto and when a store changes hands, the 
sien is valued somewhat the same ag 
American ‘goodwill,’ ”

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HE Spanish plate fleet for the 
year 1595 got through from Porto 
Bello to Spain; all but one gal- 
leon. 

Sir Francis Drake was held on land 
throughout most of the year because of the 
irresolution of Queen Elizabeth, who was 
afraid the Spaniards were going to try an- 
other Invincible Armada attack. Drake 
had gathered a good fleet, and hundreds 
of the best English seamen had flocked to 
his command. 

Drake wanted to sail west again. He 
wanted to prove that he could still cap- 
ture shiploads. of gold, out where the gold 
came from. The queen kept him in har- 
bor, however, until the great plate fleet 
for that season had landed its gold safely 
at Vigo. 


Then came information that one great 
galleon, well filled with gold, had been 
crippled by a storm ‘and had put in at the 
harbor of San Juan de Porto Rico. Sir 
Francis, whom Elizabeth called “my dear 
Pyrat” when she liked him, and a good 
deal more unbeautiful names when she 
didn’t like him, managed to acquaint her 
majesty with the wonderful cargo of im- 
perial wealth that was lying there at San 
Juan, just waiting for stout Englishmen to 
swoop down and pick it up for Elizabeth. 


She relented. But she hampered the ex- 
pedition by two orders. She put Sir John 
Hawkins in joint and equal command with 
Drake. Hawkins was past seventy, in bad 
health, in bad humor, and decidedly unfit 
for service. The queen also required that 
the fleet cruise the Irish coasts thoroughly 
and look in on Spanish ports before sail- 
ing westward. She wanted Drake to make 
sure that the Spaniards wouldn't harm 
England while he was away collecting 
treasure. As the expedition was to be 
financed chiefly by private funds, and was 
really a private enterprise, her majesty 
was getting her money's worth by requir- 
ing naval service of the private fleet -be- 
fore she would let it sail away on its treas- 
ure hunt. 7 

Drake and Hawkins set sail from Ply- 
mouth on what was to prove the last cruise 
for both of them, on August 28, 1595. They 
had twenty-seven vessels, of which six be- 
longed to the queen. Drake's flagship was 
the Defiance. There were 2,500 men in 
the fleet. This looked like a most hopeful 
venture, and Englishmen said, one to an- 
other, “They'll bring back more gold than 
her majesty will know what to do with. 
Every man in the fleet will be made rich, 
and Sir Francis can retire for the rest. of 
his life to great estates and easy living.”

Drake and Hawkins couldn’t agree, of 
course. Drake was for dash and daring, 
attacks always before there was time for 
the enemy to think of attacking, and the 
aged Hawkins was for delay, thinking it 
over, caution. Drake was careless of de- 
tails, and had neglected to provision his 
vessels sufficiently, and Hawkins took ad- 
vantage of this oversight to lecture the 
younger man soundly and question § his 
judgment in all things. 


They made for the coast of Spain in or- 
der to obey the queen’s orders, but they 
weren't very anxious to spend time there. 
They really did nothing at all, either along 
the Spanish coast or at the Canaries, but, 
after a perfunctory display of their sails, 
turned westward. They reached the first 
of the West Indies a little more than a 
month later. 

A fleet of five Spanish frigates, well 
armed, was following the English, but the 
English didn’t know it. The Spanish fleet 
had been sent out to convoy home the dis- 
abled galleon at San Juan. 

Two of the English vessels, the Francis 
and the Delight, carrying supplies and in- 
tended to serve as treasure-carriers on the 
homeward trip, were saparated from the 
main fleet by a storm. The Francis was 
captured by the Spanish frigate fleet, and 
the Delight barely escaped to carry to 
Drake the news that he was being followed. 

Drake knew that this meant a hard bat- 
tle for the treasure galleon. He wanted to 
drive right in and get the battle over with 
frigates should arrive. But 
Hawkins insisted upon delay and perfect 


Preparation. 
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A cannon-ball came crashing through the cabin wall. 


Hawkins died as the fleet approached 
San Juan. But he had done all the dam- 
age he could do. His delays had ruined the 
project. 

Drake anchored his fleet just outside the 
harbor of San Juan one night in Novem- 
ber. The Defiance was within range of 
the guns of the fort. As Drake was sit- 
ting at supper with two of his companions, 
a cannon-ball came crashing through the 
cabin wall. It knocked Drake's stool from 
under him, wrecked the cabin, and killed 
the other two diners, Sir Nicholas Clifford 


and Lieutenant Brute Browne, both de- 


voted friends of the commander. 


The Spaniards were upon their defense. 
The frigates were inside the harbor, and 
the treasure of three million ducats had 
been transferred to the donjon keep of one 
of the forts. Drake had an impossible task 
before him. Overcome by grief and disap- 
pointment, he did not act with his usual 
swiftness, and while he was maneuvering 
outside the harbor, the Spaniards blocked 
the passage by sinking four vessels in it. 


Drake had to accept the defeat of his 
project. Doubtless he was discouraged, but 
he didn’t show his discouragement to his 
men. He told them there were plenty of 
good Spanish towns to be sacked,. and 
promised them more treasure than they 
could carry home if they would follow him. 


* * * * 


He stood for Rio de. la Hacha, the first 
town on the Main that seemed_likely to 
furnish treasure to load the waiting ships. 
He landed troops some distance from the 
town, and in the night sailed up to help 
the army carry the place by storm. 

Again disappointment! The town had 
been deserted, for news of the coming of 
the Terror of the Indies had spread rapidly. 
The inhabitants had taken every ounce of 
gold and silver with them, away off into 
the jungle. The town was burned, but that 
was small satisfaction. 

Next, Drake captured the village of 
Rancheria, where there were rich pearl 
fisheries. He had a dispute about the 
amount of ransom to be paid, and the 
Spanish governor of the place kept the par- 
leys going several days, and then an- 
nounced that he would pay no ransom at 
all, for the inhabitants had made a get- 
away and taken their valuables with them 
while the negotiations were going on. 

Again Drake had the satisfaction of 
burning a small town that had been de- 
serted by its inhabitants. 

Things were going badly, and would get 


worse. Drake, at length, felt that he was 
growing old. He didn’t act as swiftly as he 
had acted on his earlier visits to the Span- 
ish Main. This expedition, which had 
started out so gloriously, was getting pret- 
ty dismal. 

But now Drake made for Nombre de 
Dios, the treasure town which he had once 
before captured with such gallant verve 
and glory. 

The verve was all out of him. He had 
wasted time capturing and burning little 
villages, and the news of his coming had 
spread up the coast ahead of him. At 
Nombre they were expecting him, and were 
taking no chances. 

Nombre de Dios was deserted. The 
treasure wasn’t there, Drake was baffled 
again. He couldn’t even find Indians or 
straggling Spaniards to tell him which way 
to look for the fugitives that vanished be- 
fore the rumor of his coming like songbirds 
before an oncoming tornado. 

He would capture Panama, the _ gelden 
city, and thus recoup all, revitalize his 
men, and fill the holds with yellow metal. 

This, Drake must have realized, was his 
last chance, and a desperate chance at 
that. He had long wanted to capture a 
rich mule-train on its way over the moun- 
tains, or to storm Panama itself and get 
the gold in wholesale lots. He must have 
remembered the time, many years before, 
when he had stood with the Indian chief 
upon the platform, high up in “that goodly 
and great high tree,” whence he had look- 
ed upon the Pacific, and prayed for a 
chance “to sail once in an English ship 
upon that sea.” He had had his triumph- 
ant Pacific sail, but those days of glory 
had departed forever. 

% a * « 

Bakersville, commander of Drake’s land 
forces, was sent over the all-land route to- 
ward Panama, with seven hundred and 
fifty of the very best fighters in the fleet. 
Drake himself could not go along. He 
must stay and look after the fleet. He had 
not the physical stamina any more for the 
long and arduous march over mountain 
trails to Panama. 

Baskerville started on the ambitious jour- 
ney on December 29, 1595. Drake burned 


Nombre de Dios on New Year's Eve, and. 


his men made merry over the empty tri- 
umph, while awaiting news of Baskerville’s 
enterprise. 
On New Year's Day, while Drake was 
a 


preparing to move his fleet to Porto Bello, 
there to await Baskerville and the treasure, 
an Indian messenger came in with a story 
of misfortune and disaster. Baskerville 
and his men had fallen into one ambus- 
cade after another. All along the line the 
Spaniards were waiting for Drake’s land 
expedition, they The Terror 
woulcdn’t go back to England without trying 
to take Panama by land. 


The constant rain and heat had spoiled 
most of the army’s provisions, for Drake 
couldn’t know as much about feeding an 
army in the tropies as the Spaniards knew, 
and besides, he was always careless of de- 
tails. So Baskerville’s men were hungry 
and disheartened as they struggled on up 
the steep trails, under almost constant 
Spanish fire. 

At the top of the divide, in a steep de- 
file, Baskerville’s men were mowed ddwm 
by heavy guns of a hidden fort. The In- 
dians told of two more such forts to be 
passed. Baskerville retreated. He knew 
he couldn't take Panama with such an 
army, especially as he heard that the town 
had been strongly fortified against his 
coming. 

On the next day the forlorn remnant of 
Baskerville’s army came limping into camp 
where stood the smoking ruins of Nombre 
de Dios. Drake knew that his hopes were 
smoking ruins too. 


The commander kept up a front before 
his men. They would sail on, he told them, 
and take all the rich Spanish cities around 
about the Lake of Nicaragua. They set 
sail for that objective but put in as Escudo 
de Veragua to clean and repair. Here the 
fever got started .in the fleet, and Drake 
himself, who had never before felt any ill- 
ness common to the tropics, developed a 
high temperature and had to go to bed. 
As the men were falling sick rapidly, the 
stricken chief ordered the fleet out of the 
pestilental harbor, and back to Porto 
Bello, where the air seemed better. 


On January 27, Drake realized that his 
time had come. He signed his will, dis- 
tributed personal mementoes to his -zood 
friends, and then began to rave with fever. 
He made them put his armor on, and he 
got up and fought imaginary enemies. 
Then, growing tired, and the fever abate 
ing somewhat, he lay down and died. 

They buried him at sea, as was fit. He 
was a pirate in his time, but he was also 
one of the greatest naval commanders and 
one of the most daring adventurers that 
ever sailed salt water.

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The Boy Wonder of Golf 


Twenty-Year-Old Horton Smith, Who Has Just Completed a Six-Month March to Fame With One 
of the Most Amazing Records Ever Made In Winter Golf, Has Gone to England to 
Match His Wizardry Against the Stars of Two Continents In the British Open

HEN Horton Smith sends his first 

tee shot whistling down the his- 

toric fairway at Muirfield, Scot- 

land, in the British open cham- 
pionship, next Wednesday, Europe will see 
a golfing phenomenon who, at the age of 
twenty has enjoyed one of the most rapid 
and spectacular rises to fame in the his- 
tory of the ancient game. 

And Horton Smith, pitting his skill 
against the picked players of two conti- 
nents, will be realizing a dream born in 
Joplin, Mo., in days when, a small boy in 
short pants, he borrowed his father’s clubs 
and practiced around the course next to 
his home—a dream that some day he would 
be a champion player. 

Now, as a matter of cold fact, that dream 
has already been realized. The record of 
the last six months will testify to that. 
That record was perhaps the most amaz- 
ing that winter golf in America has ever 
known. 

Since last November he has won seven 
major championships, the last four of them 
consecutively. He has defeated the best 
professional golfers in America—Walter 
Hagen, Gene Sarazen, Johnny Farrell, Leo 
Diegel and the rest. He has won the big- 
gest money prize in the game. This young 
Merlin of Missouri and his set of magic 
clubs traveled 13,000 miles, played on 
greens of every type—and his average for 
the eighty or ninety more rounds of golf 
that he played was approximately 72. Only 
once did his score for the eighteen holes 
go over 80. 

Horton Smith was on his march to fame. 
You can check back as far as you like in 
the records of golf and you will never find 
its equal. 

Even the famed Harry Vardon, England’s 
greatest golfer of all time, in his thirty 
years of tournament golf failed to match 
Horton Smith’s almost unbelievable per- 
formance in the short period of six 
months. 

And many of the oldtimers in the gallery 
at Muirfield next week, when they see 
America’s new prodigy of the links, will 
go back in their memories to twenty-nine 
years ago when their own “Sir Harry” Var- 
don invaded America, just as Horton Smith 


is now invading England. For Horton 
Smith is the living counterpart of the Brit- 
ish veteran. 

Take the word of Maurice McCarthy for 
that. Mr. McCarthy, a golf architect and 
the father of the present intercollegiate 
golf champion, played Vardon in his prime.

possessing smile. The same boyish man- 
ner. 

“Vardon was a few years older, but Hor- 
ton Smith is matured beyond his years. 
There is a striking resemblance in every- 
thing but their faces.” 

It was twenty-nine years ago this sum- 
mer that Harry Vardon first visited this 
country. In the series of exhibition matches 
thai followed the young English player not 
only won his way into American hearts by 
his superb ability on the links, but return- 
ed home leaving behind the impression that 
never in the history of the game could 
there be another such golfer. 

That impression still persists in the 
minds of many gray-haired devotees of the 
royal and ancient game. Through the in- 
tervening decades these old die-hards have 
seen young Francis Ouimet, just a lad in 
his teens, win the American open from 
Harry Vardon and Ted Ray, then have his 
brief hour of glory until he was pushed 
out of the spotlight by the unerring shots 
of Bobby Jones. And they have been 
thrilled by the putting of Johnny Farrell 
and the dramatic gestures of Walter Ha- 
gen’s spectacular spurts of coming from 
behind to win. Still they maintain that 
cnly Harry Vardon was supreme. 


And now, like a bolt from the blue, has 
come a twenty-year-old Missourian to start 
recking Vardon on his immortal pedestal. 

Without affectations, without manner- 
isms, this latest prodigy of the links steps 
quietly up to the tee, makes a clean drive 
and watches the ball sail for an amazing 
acistance down the fairway. He makes golf 
simple, but somehow you know it isn’t as 
easy as it looks. By his own admisison 
the genius that is attributed to him is the 
result of hours of drab practice, endless 
observation and constant application to de- 
tails. He was aided by no magic formula 
other than a throbbing desire to be a 
champion. 


Horton Smith was little more than a 
baby when he started fooling around with 
golf clubs—only twelve years old when he 
played in his firts tournament. His father 
had a thirty-acre farm bordering on the 
course of the Springfield (Missouri) Coun- 
try Club, and from the time he was big 
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enough to swing a club, golf was the only 
sport in which young Horton was inter- 
ested.

Horton Smith was 
expected to go into some business or pro- 
fesison. But golf, for all his lack of suc- 
cess on the links, appealed to him more 
and more. He felt that he could succeed if 
he could turn professional and give his en- 
tire time to the game. One day he walked 
into his father’s office and talked it ever 
with him. 


“But there’s no future, no money, noth- 
ing in golf,” reasoned Smith, senior. 


“It'll have a future if I'm any good and 
make it pay,” countered Smith, junior. 
“There's just as much money in profes- 
sional golf as there is in law, or business, 
or anything if you're good at it.” 

“Well, son, do whatever you like,” said 
the father. “But convince me as soon as 
you can that there’s a future in it.” 


And Horton Smith did. He quit Teachers 
college and got a job as the professional at 
the Joplin Country club. 

There was more than mere hope in 
Smith's reasoning that his game would 
improve could he devote his entire time to

golf. In his first year as a professional he 
qualified for the national open at Oak- 
mont. And later that same year he fin- 
ished two shots behind the winner, Leo 
Diegel, in the San Diego open. | 

Last summer he finished fourth in the 
western open and the Chicago open, and 
reached the semi-finals in the Profes- 
sional Golf asosciation tournament. 

And then last November came the open- 
ing of the annual winter tournaments— 
and Horton Smith began his 13,000-mile 
march to. glory—a march that brought him 
close to $20,000 in prizes and a place on 
the Ryder Cup team. He got off to an 
auspicious start by winning the Oklahoma 
City tournament—defeating such stars as 
Ed Dudley, Tommy Armour, Bill Mehlhorn 
and Al Espinosa, all of whom are playing 
in the British open him. ‘Two 
thousand miles across the country he trav- 
eled to Portland, Ore, That tournament 
was played in a dense fog. Smith finished 
eighth. Another 2,000-mile trip to Hawaii 
for the Honolulu open. There he finished 
one shot behind Bill Mehlhorn and Fred 
Morrison, who tied for first. 

Up to this time Smith had received scant 
attention in the press. The golfing fans 
hardly knew his name. Even when he be- 
gan defeating the greatest of the profes- 
sionals, the experts predicted that the ter- 
rific pace of championship play would burn 
him out. ~The physical part of tournament 
golf isn’t so hard, it’s the nerve strain that 


gets you. Any number of professionals can 
set a fast pace for a few tournaments, but 
then they start slipping. 

Even those two old masters of tourna- 
ment golf, Harry Vardon and Ted Ray, 
were worn to a frazzle at the end of their 
two-month tour of this country in 1913. 
On the last day Ray’s score was over 80. 
“My eyes are tired,” he said, “and I never 
went to see a golf ball again.”

DISPATCH last month from Houston, Tex., 

described the rampage of a circus elephant 

which escaped from the Christy Brothers’ 
tented city, but returned peacefully to its picket line 
because the keeper, hanging to his charge’s ear, found 
a stray dog barkinz at his heels. remembered that the 
runaway elephant’s favorite dmz was “Rover” and 
calmed the pachyderm by saying .oo:Aingly, “Here’s 
Rover to take us home again.” You probably charged 
that story to a press agent. 

If, last spring, vou saw in Hartfurd, Conn., papers 
the announcement that a visitiny citsus had exe- 
cuted an elephant named Ohio, you rrxay iave thought 
it another bit of circus publicity. “cu taay also have 
discounted the item wired from Lewiston, Idaho, last 
August, telling of the Mayor’s bravery in fatally 
shooting an elephant named Mary. None of these 
was a fairy story. Each was an autlenc report of 
an incident characteristic of the circus wusiness. 

Elephant hunting is one of the greatest outdoor 
sports in America. For thers 2+ »2¢rly a hundred 
elephants touring this continent, and now and then 
one or more of them make a break cor iberty. Asa re- 
sult, we have been hunting elephants wince the first 
one reached our shores. The banrrr hunting sea- 
son was 1926. 

Lions and tigers are eccentric, bvt trainers can 
anticipate their big cats’ vagaries. The youngest 
members of a circus company can read the minds of 
dogs and horses. Any manager can prophesy how 
tumblers, tight rope walkers, riders and contortion- 
ists will react to circumstances. Even monkeys have 
well formed habits. It is not so with elephants. The 
“bulls” of any .circus herd can be wise and foolish 
simultaneously. 

While the charming Mrs. William Wells was cling- 
ing gracefully to the heed of “Snyder,” as that -star 
performing pachyaerm marched on his hind legs 
down the hippodrome track with the Seils-Floto cir- 
cus at Salina, Kan., the elephant went mad. Mrs. 
Wells escaped without injury, but the big bull al- 
most wrecked the circus before a well aimed rifle 
bullet ended him. 

Not long after that episode Zack Terrell, Ken- 
tucky sportsman and horse fancier, assumed the man- 
agement of that circvz. Among the items in his 
charge was a small elerhant named “Flote,” named 
after Otto Floto, of Kacsas City. Otto Floto was re- 
liable; Flote was curse“ with temperament. 

For three years you Flote performed faithfully 
and behaved himsxlf. 7 #ée in the tenting season of 
1917 he we’ bse £ Oewey. Tex. As an aftermath 


of the matinee he ran 
amuck, tearing large 
holes in the big tent’s 


side walls, tipping over 
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menagerie cages and 
dancing jigs on circus 
stages before he bolted 
into the Texas scenery. 

Mr. ‘Terrell, circus 
manager, enlisted the 
best shots of the neigh- 
borhood, among them 
the sheriff of the county. 
While Flote tore down 
fences, barns and small 
trees generally, pot shots were taken at him by the 
sheriff's posse. Late at night the sheriff got him. 
The circus adjuster settled sundry damage claims. 
Zack Terrell became balder during the episode. 


The best of circus elephants cannot be trifled with. 
When I visited the Sells-Floto circus at New Bed- 
ford, Mass., during the 1924 tenting season, the most 
precocious pachyderm in the picket line was a young 
bull known as “Charley Ed.” If he felt sleepy in 
the afternoon he would break a haybale wire with 
his trunk, fashion the fragrant timothy into a pillow 
and lay his head cn it peacefully. On rainy days it 
was his custom to slide on his buttocks down de- 
clivities. Charley Ed had personality. 

After the matinee at New Bedford a young lady 
photographer begged that Charley Ed be led into the 
circus back yard for a photograph. The back yard is 
the canvas enclosure between the big top and the 
dressing rooms. It is the circus clubroom, or resting 
place. As an underkeeper, or bull-tender, led the 
youthful elephant by one ear into this enclosure the 
circus club was functioning prettily. 

Two European aerialists were leaning against a 
wagon wheel and playing chess. A Filipino juggler 
was serenading his American sweetheart with his 
guitar. Lady riders were-sitting in camp chairs and 
embroidering. A tat and happy property man was 
playing ball with an equestrienne. It was a balmy 
afternoon. All was peace and harmony. 

The winsome trainer, Madge Fuller, posed with 
me and Charley Ed. The elephant raised his small 
trunk obediently. Just as the photographer com- 
manded “Hold it,” there was a shrill trumpet from 
the neighboring menagerie. The trumpet call was 
from Charley’s mate. Charley squealed and bolted. 
The ladies and gentlemen of the company climbed 
upon wagons or disappeared. Charley Ed also dis-

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his sar. Terrell fol- 
lowed manfully. When 
he returned to the re- 
assembled circus’ club 
he remarked perspiring- 
lv, “You can’t tell about 
a punk elephant. A 
punk doesn’t know what 
it’s all about.” 

“Punk” is circus argot 
for a youth or amateur. 
At that time Charley Ed was undeveloped profession- 
ally. Later he became a most sensational bolter. 

Unique in American railroading is the order from 
a Canadian Pacific train dispatcher: “Keep strict 


watch for elephants on right-of-way, and if located 


report whereabouts on arrival at first telegraph sta- 
tion.” This was addressed to all trainmen running 
through Cranbrook, British Columbia, 


Charley Ed was one of the elephants referred to, 
but he was only one of them. In the two years since 
he had been photographed with the circus ingenue 
and me he had grown in height, weight and eccen- 
tricity. Mr. Terre}l] had grown balder;. worry had re- 
moved more hair. There is plenty of worry in cir- 
cusing. One problem facing a circus manager is to 
route his show into paying territory. In the summer 
of 1926 the Canadian Northwest was prosperous, but 
I doubt if Mr. Terrell would have taken his show up 
there if he had known what his elephants would do. 

The gaudy, heavy circus train rolled into Edmon- 
ton, Alberta, one Sunday afternoon, after a run of 
371 miles. Sunday runs are generally monotonous. 
Human beings lie on flatcars or in berths. Wild ani- 
mals remain in cages. But horses, camels and ele- 
phants stand up in stock and bull.cars. They sleep, 
but not so restfully. The elevation of 2,000 feet had 
increased the restlessness of the elephants. 

Anything will scare an elephant. As Charley Ed 
and his thirteen ponderous fellow. pachyderms felt the 
hard ground under them a baby carriage rattled down 
the board walks of Edmonton. Six of the herd were 
being harnessed tc a baggage wagon. They ra‘sed 
their trunks, their small eyes burned. They jos‘led 
each other as their padded feet shuffled ominous]. 

“Steady!” their keepers shouted warningly. But 
the sextet tore out of there, upsetting everythine but 
railroad cars. :

Towners and circus people dived and ran. Bears, 
leopards and tigers growled and spit as cage after 
cage went on its Side. 

“Out with the rifies!” Terrell shouted. As big-bore 
guns were hastily taken from their racks the run- 
aways staged their own parade down Edmonton’s 
Jasper Avenue. Pedestrians went to cover frantically 
as twenty tons of elephants collided with store fronts, 
light poles and motor cars. One motorist broke all 
speed laws of the province, but made his getaway 
with the aid of rear bumpers and gas power. 


Pursued by Mr. Terrell, his assistants and an ex- 
cited citizenry, the six elephants, led by Mary, plowed 
up the gardens around the General Hospital and 
crashed through fences to the city’s outskirts, where 
they took to the cool woods and panted comfortably. 
Having damaged things, a bad bull ponders. 


One of the heroes of that runaway was “Poodles” 
Hannaford, famous English rider and comedian, who 
exchanged a $20 bill for the stock in trade of a 
bakery @d followed the runaways in a motor car. 
By coaxi the truants with loaves of bread, he got 
them into Whe open, where. keepers finally shackled 
them. 

Midnight found all six runaways back with their 
good colleagues in the circus cars. The legal adjuster 
“shelled out” for damages. 


While hunting Mama, escaped from his circus in 
North Carolina, Zack Terrell was nearly shot by a sus- 
picious moonshiner, who didn’t think much of Zack’s 
alibi. A respectable citizen of Riverside, Calif., hasn’t 
enjoyed a barber shop shave for fifteen years. In 1914 
he was being shaved in the business section of River- 
side when a runaway elephaat came through the door. 
The elephant missed the customer, but saw the barber. 
When the former was rescucd from the wreck he took 


“an oath to do his own shaving. He kept it. 


Bad Axe, Mich., has had its pachydermic pandemo- 
niums. And it is a fact that wm August 9 last year 
Mayor E. G. Braddock of Lewiston, Idaho, finished a 
“jumbo jubilee” which had tora up almost everything 
in Main Street when he shot May fatally.

HO killed John Glab in front of 
his Hollywood home the evening 
of Junc 18, 1928? 

Mr. Philo Vance, the detective 
genius of S. S. Van Dine’s murder thrill- 
ers, might be able to tell us, but Mr. Vance 
unfortunately works only in books. The 
Glab case is like a jigsaw puzzle whose 
pieces seem to have become hopelessly 
jumbled. There are all sorts of “events 
before the crime,” all sorts of “clews,” but 
no one has yet been able to put them to- 
gether in their proper order and spell us 
the name of the murderer. 

Glab was sent on a trivial errand by his 
wife, who was playing cards in the house 
with her niece. He was killed as he was 
about to step into his car. Various neigh- 
bors heard the shot—the widow denied that 
she had heard it. One neighbor saw a man 
get into a car nearby and drive off. An- 
other neighbor saw a woman hastening 
from the scene. 


Who killed John Glab? Justice does not 
know either the name of the killer, the 
sex of the killer, nor the motive for the 
crime.

When one has a murder mystery to nar- 


On the evening of June 18, 1928, Mrs. 
Glab asked her husband to go out to buy 


her a package of cigarets. She and a 
niece, Miss Ethyl Kaser, 17, of Oklahoma 
City, who had just come to stay for a visit 
with her aunt, were playing pinochle in 
the big living room. It was about 
9:45 p. m. 

Glab went out. He made for his car, 
standing in front of the house. He pick- 
ed his way down the hillside through the 
dark. He reached the car and started to 
get into it— 


the shot, was the next to arrive. He broke 


the news to Mrs. Glab. 

Soon the police were on the scene. Mrs. 
Glab and her niece were taken to the Van 
Nuys police station and questioned. Ac- 
cording to the newspaper accounts the next 
morning, Mrs. Glab told the police that she 
had not heard the shot, but after pro- 
tracted questioning of Miss Kaser, accord- 
ing to the accounts, the latter admitted 
both she and her aunt had heard the shot. 


“We were sitting playing pinochle in the 
living room when the shot was fired, 


Glab died in the hospital. The only ut- 
terance he made during one brief moment 
of consciousness was to murmer the name 
of his first wife, “Marth!” 

His first wife, it developed later, was in 
Seattle. 

The police on the scene noted that the 
left hand deor to the car was open and 
that the right hand door was partly open. 
This combined with the course of the bul- 
let through the body, led the detectives to 
conclude that the man had been shot by 
some one hidden in the car waiting for 
him. 

They were unable to determine just how 
the murderer knew the car was to be park- 
ed there and that Glab would come out 
and get into it. 

Krupp, the neighbor who arrived afte-s. 
the Wilsons, told the police that just after 
the shooting and while he was running 
toward the Glab home he saw a man leave 
the California club grounds a short dis- 
tance away, get into an automobile and 
drive off. 

Two revolvers were found in the Glab 
home, but both were clean and showed no 
evidence of having been fired recently. 

Wilson, the Glabs’ chauffeur-gardener,

rate, it is quite frequently impossible to 
give a true picture of exactly how matters 
stood before the crime. We might relate 
certain known incidents, but certain other 
incidents, being unknown, would be omit- 
ted. Thus an unfair significance would 
be attached to the events related. If the 
investigators of a mystery knew all the 
events preceding a murder, it stands to 
reason that the case would seldom remain 
a mystery. 

So in presenting the Glab murder, we 
will withhold the telling of the “events be- 
fore the crime” until after the murder it- 
self has been described. The reader will 
start much as -the police did—with the 
murder itself. 

John I. Glab, 48, and his wife, Hazel, 29, 
a bride of six months, lived in an ex- 
pensive hillside home on Ventura boule- 
vard, a few miles west of Hollywood, Cal. 
Glab was known to his neighbors as a 
wealthy retired druggist of Chicago. He 
had been married before and. was the 
father of an eight-year-old daughter by 
his first wife. He and Hazel, herself twice 
‘wed and divorced, had married in Reno, 
 Nev., soon after his divorce had been 
granted there.

Mr. and Mrs. M. A. Wilson, employed by 
Glab as chauffeur and housekeeper, living 
in a ¢ottage to the rear of the Glab prop- 
erty, heard a scuffle, a cry and then a shot. 
They rushed out to the street and were 
the first to reach the side of their em- 
ployer. 

He was lying in the roadway, one foot on 
the running board of his machine. There 
was a bullet wound in the right side of his 
chest. He was all but umconscious and 
could not speak. 

F. A. Krupp, a neighbor, who also heard 


Ethyl Kaser was quoted as having told 
Captain of Detectives James Bean of the 
Los Angeles police. ‘What is that?’ I ask- 
ed Aunt Hazel and with that I jumped up 
and ran to the window.’ 

“Sit down and don’t make a target of 
yourself!’ she told me, and so I returned 
to my place at the table.” 

Miss Kaser later indignantly denied to 
reporters that she had made this statement 
attributed to her. She insisted, in this in- 
terview and subsequently, that neither she 
nor Mrs. Giab had heard the shot. 


told the officers that all had not been well 
in the household, that a trip to Nevada 


which was to have been taken by Glab the 
day following the shooting was to have 


been his permanent departure from the 
home. Mrs. Esther Wilson corroborated, in 
part, her husband’s statement regarding 
the lack of harmony in the Glab home. 

Mrs. Glab denied that she and her hus- 
band had been having any serious domestic 
trouble. Her husband, it appeared, had 
mining interests in Nevada. 


One interesting story told immediately 
after the shooting was that of Mrs. J 
Goodrich, whose home was higher up on 
the hill and commanded a good view of the 
scene of the tragedy. She said she heard 
the shot and, hurrying to a window, looked 
down toward the street. 

Mrs. Goodrich said she saw a woman 
fleeing from the scene! The woman, she 
said, ran along parallel with the wire fence 
in front of the Glab home and disappeared 


“pehind a billboard on an adjeining vacant 


lot. 

The Los Angeles authorities communi« 
cated with the Reno police and learned 
that a few days before his death Giab heid

The police also questioned William 8B. 
McIntyre, former member of the Los

of gunfire. At the time it appeared that 
the shooting had occurred in Mrs. Glab’s 
apartment—she was then Mrs. Hazel Gar- 
land—and she claimed she shot in self-de- 
fense. McIntyre was dismissed from the 
force but no charges were ever pressed 
Bgainst her. 

The police learned that apparently the 
x Shooting had not shattered the friendship. 

Mrs. Glab had visited McIntyre in_ his 
apartment in the city at 6 o'clock in the 
evening of the murder. She admitted the 
yisit, according to the officers, but said 
She went there “for a few drinks and a 
that.” 

McIntyre did not Geny that he had been 
carrying a pisto] but said he was doing so 
on permission from the police after he had 
been informed that Giab had threatened 
his life. He,said he had been at a lunch 
Counter at the time Glab was shot. Ap- 
parently he was able to back up his alibi, 
for his story was accetted and he was not 
detained. 

Mrs. Glab and her niece were held. The 
oroner’s inquest took place ten days later, 
ut no new facts developed. Ethyl Kaser 
Was not called to the stand. Mrs. Glab, 
®@earing a grav and tan cutfit topped by a 
chic red turban. ignored with a smile of 
Qisdain the admonition of Deputy Coroner 
frank Mortfort that she need not testify 
if she thought she might incriminate her- 
Self. and walked confidently to the witness 
Stand. 

She reiterated her story that she knew 
mothing of the shooting until word was 
brought to her a few moments after it oc- 
gurred. She stuck to her story as recount- 

time and again to the detectives, vary- 
om not a particle. 

Before the inquest came to a close Mrs. 
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Glab was taken to the morgue to view the 
body. She stood first at the head of the 
slab on which the remains rested and then 
moved around to the side, where she gazed 
full into the face of the dead man. She 
appeared unmoved. After a few moments 
the widow turned to Detective Lieut. Frank 


Condaffer and inquired: 

“Have they found out 
let killed him?” 

“It was a .32 caliber 
Condaffer. 

Then she walked out. 

As she waited for the coroner’s jury to 
bring. in their verdict, she smoked one 
cigaret after another, most of. the time 
lighting one from the stub of another.

Meanwhile Mrs. Glab continued to stick 
to her story and was finally - released on 
June 26.

She was quoted as say- 
ing that Glab had been in the beer-run- 
ning racket, but his brother in Chicago 
denied this. 

And now Glab’s body was shipped to 
Dubuque, Iowa; his home town, for burial. 

The widow then filed an application in 
the Los Angeles county superior court for 
letters of administration of her husband's 
etsate. No official estimate of the value 
was given, but it was understood to be in 
the neighborhood of $50,000. 

Before the hearing on the application 
could be heard the first wife, Mrs. Martha 
Glab, filed in court a will dated in 1923 
and witnessed in Dubuque, in which Glab 
left an estate valued at $10,000. He left 
one-third to his wife, Martha, and the rest 
in trust for his daughter Mary. 

Hazel Glab had stated that no will could 
be found. The presentation of a will by 
the first wife came as a surprise to her. 

With a contest over the estate pending 
between the two women there were several 
preliminary court skirmishes and continu- 
ances. Then on December 6, 1928, Superior 
Court Judge Walter Desmond entered an 
order appointing Hazel Glab administra- 
trix of the estate. The first Mrs. Glab had 
withdrawn her petition, the indication be- 
ing that there was a settlement out of 
court. 

Hazel Glab popped up in the news again 
later in December when the police reported 
a bit of violence in which she took part. 
Mrs. Glab and a man named Herbert 
Frazelle, it appears had been fighting in 
front of Frazelle‘'s apartment in Los An- 
geles. Neighbors reported to the police 
that she and Frazelle were beating each 
others’ heads with loaded revolvers. 

Hazel was treated at Receiving hospital 
for cuts on the head: Frazelle also was 
given treatment and locked up on a charge 
of being drunk. The woman was not de- 
tained. 

Their companions told the police that 
while the four were having an evening 
of it in Frazelle’s apartment, Hazel flew 
into a jealous rage and tore into Frazelle. 


The fight was continuing out in the street 


when the neighbors called the police. 

There you have the Glab murder case— 
a jumbled up, confusing conglomeration of 
facts thrown together likes the pieces of @ 
jigsaw puzzle. 

It is not unlikely that one of these de- 
tectives who do so well with the perplex- 
ing mysteries continually published now- 
adays, would be able to put these pieces 
together in the proper order and spell out 
the name of the murderer. But to the 
forces of Justice in Los Angeles the puzzle 
is still unsolved. The name of the mur- 
derer is not known; nor the sex, nor the 
motive.

OMEWHERE in the ever increas- 
ing pile of letters I never cease 
to hope to refer to in this column 
there is one from a_ technical 

artist who tells how he finally hit upon a 
cure for his ringworm toe itch (tricophyto- 
Sis), that very prevalent skin trouble of 
persons who go barefoot in bath establish- 
ments. swimming pools, gymnasiums and 
the like. I cannot be sure just what form 
of heat the technician used, but it was 
some homely method. The letter impress- 
ed me because medical scientists have ob- 
served that the fungus or ringworm re- 
sponsible for this trouble is killed by a 
temperature only a few degrees F. above 
the normal body temperature, and still not 
high enough to damage the body. The mere 
“Haking of the feet in any kind of hot air 
oven will raise the skin temperature a few 
degrees above normal body temperature. 
But no ordinary means of applying heat 
to the surface will appreciably increase the 
body temperature or the internal temper- 
ature of the tissues even in the feet. Heat 
does not and cannot penetrate the skin of 
the living body. This is not to say that 
applications of heat by ordinary means are 
without remedial value; probably no other 
known remedy is more beneficial] than ex- 
ternal applications of heat in innumerable 
ailments. 


Medical science observed years ago that 
a temperature several degrees F. above 


body temperature yet not quite high enough 
to endanger life or seriously damage the 
tissues, greatly retards the multiplication 
and growth of gonoccocci in the tissues. 
Gonorrheal arthritis (gonorrheal ‘“rheu- 
matism”) has always been a most obstinate 
complication to deal with, because science 
has no germicide or antiseptic that is ef- 
fective against germs that have invaded 
the tissues and established themselves as 
they do’in such joint infection. Prolonged 
suffering, disability and sometimes perma- 
nent damage of the affected joint, have 
been the familiar consequences of gon- 
orrheal arthritis.

What 
is more, the majority of these clients will 
come back delighted with the relief they 
get from ache, pain, soreness/ stiffness or 
what have they. Although diathermy is 
delivered by an electric gadget resembling 
a nifty radio receiver, it is not electric 
treatment at all. Believe it or not—I didn’t 
until I saw it work—this amazing appara- 
tus actually accomplishes the impossible— 
it raises the internal temperature of the 
tissues to any determined extent and to 
any desired degree. Diathermy thus solves 
the gonorrheal arthritis problem. A great 
step like this is liable to be overlooked, for 
obvious reasons, unless somebody brings it 
to the attention of the laity. 

In diathermy, then, the physician has 
available the means to raise the internal 
temperature of the tissues he seeks to in- 
fluence. Before diathermy, it was possible 
to influence deep tissues only indirectly, 
and as a rule it was impossible to influ- 
ence the tissues, say, of an infected joint 
without materially affecting all the rest of 
the body at the same time. 


For example, if you apply an intensive 
hot hand bath or a poultice to the chest 
or bake a knee, you necessarily stir up the 
entire patient, his circulation, animation, 
perspiration, damnation, everything about 
him, even though his ailment be confined 
to his hand, chest or knee. Excursions and 
alarums.

They are even playing up, in the 
worst possible light, a unique case in which 
some unknown “expert” treated the tonsils 
with diathermy and nevertheless the pa- 
tient subsequently suffered an attack of 
arthritis, which, the home guard eagerly 
assumed, was due to focal infection from 
a septic focus that had been left in or be-

Owing to the great expense of efficient 
diathermy equipment and the traditional 
conservatism of the medical profession to- 
ward innovations, there are many doctors 
in practice everywhere who are without 
this boon for the sick. The busy, plodding 
practitioner perhaps does not quite grasp 
the meaning of the new method nor ap- 
preciate its practical effectiveness; he 
imagines his patients would not care to in- 
vest in such treatment. But fortunately 
there are doctors in every community who 
are forward. looking and well equipped to 
give their patients the benefit of scientific 
progress. How to find such a doctor is a 
problem in which I regret I am unable to 
help the reader. Haven't you a good doc- 
tor—ask him about it. Of course it doesn’t 
follow that a doctor is a good one just be- 
cause he installs such a gadget in his of- 
fice; any quack may pretend to be so 
equipped. As well accept a ride in an 
airplane with a drunken pilot as submit 
to diathermy treatment in the hands of a 
quack. 

Multiply a hundred fold any relief or 
comfort you have ever experienced from 
an application of heat and you will have 
what I deem a fair conception of the value 
of diathermy. I hope this little chat may 
prove instrumental in bringing this ex- 
traordinary remedy to the knowledge of 
thousands of sufferers.
